winter work of the Soup Kitchen has for 
some years closed, think themselves jastified 
in pointing with satisfaction to the improve- 
mente int: iuced during the past years in the 
method of distribution of tbe feativa) 
comforts which this fand seeks to provide. 

The Soup Kitchen itself was intended for, 
and is used by the abj ctly poor, and no 
one who 18 ever prese:.t at a distribution 
can doubt that it ministers to the clase for 
whom it is meant. The Passover Relief 
Fund is connected with, but by no means 
identical with the Soup Kit hen, its Com- 
mittee while not forgetting those whom they 
have relieved during the winter aim at 
helping and have succeeded in reaching a 
class not in receipt of habitual assistance, 
bat from time to time, and especially before 
Passover, required and unqu:stionably 
deserving help, a class not clamorous, but 
sorely straitened and impoverished. 

The needs of this class always great before 
Passover, are this year accentuated by the 
conjanction of the Jewish festival with the 
Easter holidays; the Committee appeal 
therefore with the more confidence for dona- 
tions, for the fund possesses no funded 
property, and it has no accumulated balance 
on which it can draw. 

In 1900, the cost of the help extended, 
exceeded by £70 the amount collected, and it 
is believed that the whole Jewish community 
would regret, if from paucity of funds, this 
forthcoming Passover, in which many will be 
taking holiday, shou'd prove to the poor a 
period of tribulation and privation, and nct 
as it should be a time of gladness and 
rejoicing.

“WHAT IS A JEW?" 


Sir,—I do not think that the Rev. Isidore Harris has scored to his advan- 
tage in writing his letter in the currrent number of the -/ewish Chronicle as a 
reply to Mr. J. H. Levy's excellent criticism as to the definition “ What is a 
Jew’ ” Mr. Levy had said that Mr. Harris's definition was “ entirely 
ceremonial,’ and notwithstanding the further explanations of the latter, it 
remains so. 

I do not favour definitions, they are rarely of much value, but in the defini- 
tion of a faith—a religion or creed—the definition wholly taken from 
ceremonials cannot be regarded as satisfactory. But the futility of Mr. Harris's 
definition is that it does not touch the fundamental motive or object in Jewish 
belief or practice. Mr. Harris reduces his terms of definition to three. He has 
sacrificed his fourth, the Sabbath, for very curious reasons, He relies now on 
circumcision, the Passover, and the Day of Atonement. Now these 
ceremonials can hardly serve his purpose as definitions, as they were borrowed 
in great part from other nations. A true definition should be 
fundamental and be both original and enduring. Such a definition exists, 
I cannot regard ceremonial observances as of very high importance. 
Ceremonies may or may not be necessary, They are valued no doubt by’those 
who observe they are not part of the essentials of belief, they lie outside the 
fundamentals of all religions. Now the only definition or test that I am 
acquainted with, that gives the whole of ancient as well as of modern Jewish 
belief. 1s the sitnple Theism that underlies the creed and the practices of the 
race. The true definition is the belief in the Unity of the (;odhead maintained 
by one race. These two ideas must be ever associated, They are fundamental 
and comprehensive—they include all real essentials of our belief. Every 
part of the “ Law,’ whether Mosaic or not, has for its purpose and object the 
safe-guarding of those associated ideas. The Law. in my humble and limited 
judgment, was and still is an instrument to protect and iefend and greatly to 
fence in those ideas. Many of such Laws, | may be permitted to say, are now 
notin harmony with modern knowledge. They are old “fences” which are 
worn out. It is doubtful whether “ fences” of any kind are needful at the 
present day. ‘Theism rests on modern knowledge, Science adopts the con- 
ception of Unity of the Godhead, and the progress of knowledge, so rapid in 
this age, confirms as well as enlarges the intiuence of such belief. Jews may 
well accept these associated ideas of Theism and Race as the definition of their 
position as well as of their creed, and may feel content with the conviction 
that their remote ancestry thousands of years ago evolved the conception of 
God which in these later days are more and more obtaining universal acceptance, 
and which more and more make for the happiness, righteousness and welfare 
of all humanity.

_I do not wish to convey the impression that I have added a fourteenth 
article to my creed by believing that Jews will have absolved themselves from 
all tests 100 years hence. I have greater faith in them than that would imply.

THE ROUMANIAN REFUGEES, LONDON AND FRANKFURT—A 
PARALLEL, 


Sinx,—According to the last statement of the Board of Guardians, they have 
assisted close upon 1,400 cases to return to Roumania at a cost of about ¢°\««) 
Very much is made of this question of immigration of Jews from Roumania 
which is described as a danger to the community, as taxing its resources to the 
utmost and as having produced a commotion even among the non-Jewish popu- 
lation of the East End. We ought to know better, and we believe we know the 
things better. First, as far as the number of people who have come from 
Roumania is concerned, we cannot understand where and when the remaining 
“00 could have arrived in England who have been “ repatriated" to a country 
which treats them as pariahs! According to the declaration made in August of 
last year, the Board had dealt by then with only 42!) cases. But even aseu» og 
the figures to be at least correct concerning the amount spent, we shonld |)!:« to 
compare the quiet, unobtrusive and truly charitable action of the Frankfort 
Community, which has spent £20,000, not to “repatriate,” but to clothe and 
feed and to comfort and to assist many thousands of Roumanian Jews. who 
have passed through that place and have been helped on to a free life across 
the waters, 

We should also like to get some proper information as to how the {).\0) 
have been spent. Considering that from September, that is from the time whey 
the Board owned to having assisted only 420 persons, they enforced the rule that 
every one who was to be assisted by them must contribute a sum varying 
from 303. to 35s. towards the expenses of his so-called “ repatriation’ 
If one travels at one’s own expense, via Hamburg, on the cheap (ierman and 
Austrian lines, one is able to reach the Roumanian frontier at a cost varying 
from £2 5a. to £2 104. The Hamburg steamship lines grant, as we understand. 
special facilities to the people exported by the Board of Guardians, How much 
can they have contributed towards the expenses which, in the case of one 
travelling alone. amount to £2 53. per person, and towards which the Board 
receives ‘4. to 353. from the person sent by them?’ We know the English Jews 
are very good at figures, and we should like to learn from them at how much 
they reckon the expenses of the Board with the 1,400 alleged cases, and how 
they reconcile these statements’ But, assuming that the expenses amounted 
to £310) what is that, compared to the expenditure of the Board of 
Guardians, which amounted, according to the last balance sheet, to 
C125 GOH), It is slightly over two per cent! And that is all that 
the charitable English Jewish community has spent of the income 
of the Board of Guardians! Is that what they consider a solution of the 
Jewish problem in Roumania, or asa mitigation of the terrible hardships to 
which tens of thousands of their suffering coreligionists have been and are 
daily subjected’ Has this really created such a commotion, and has it taxed 
the energies of the community, as some would like to make out, to the very 
utmost? We still cherish the hope that the community has not yet realised 
the gravity of the problem, and we have a better opinion of their hearts and of 
their desire to help. We expect you, Sir, further to contribute to enlighten 
the minds of the English-speaking Jews as to the true position of their brothers 
in Roumania.

THE HOUSING PROBLEM, 


Sik,—In your “ Notes of the Week” you refer to a conference which was 
held to consider the most important question of the housing of the working 
classes, and state that “ this is by no means a Jewish question only.” It is well 
that you did this, because we are too prone to believe that the overcrowding and 
insanitary conditions that are the greatest menace to the moral and physical 
welfare of the people exist principally in the Kast Kod and mainly among our 
people. That this isnot the case is patent to all who have had any knowledge 
of London Government and the conditions under which vast bodies of the 
inhabitants are forced to dwell, but this idea has been fostered and promulgated 
by those desirous of prejudicing our position in this country. As a fact, over- 
crowding and insanitary areas are existent all over the metropolis with bardlya 
single exception. There are places in the West End where the people live 
under conditions much worse than are to be found in Whitechapel or Bethnal 
Green, and there are plague spots on the other side of the water that are 
unequalled in soul-destroying characteristics. 

n St. Pancras, with its squares and a vaster area of open spaces than is to 
be found perhaps in any Borough of London, the Medical Officer of Health for 
the County has stated that there are more families living in single rooms,

the process of demoralisation marched on. The law, too, is much too 
lenient with the house farmer. He fattens upon his ill-gotten gains. 
aod then 1{ he is bought out he obtains an amoun: altogether disproportionate 
to the value of his crumbling pest-saturated bricksand mortar. It is impossible 
to get at iim. He collects his rents through an agent, and there is no means of 
forcing the registration of all property in the names of the owners. 

The conditions imposed upon Municipalities are at presentso stringent that 
it renders it almost impossible for them to build dwellingsand let them without a 
loss, They are naturally very loth to burden the ratepayers with a charge on the 
rates to pay the loss on Municipal housing, but even this will have to be faced 
if there 18 no other way out of the difficulty. The alteration. however, of the 
time for ré payment of principal and interest from (i) to 1) vears would just 
be the dilference between making a loss and securing a small profit. Private 
undertakings are not so hampered by this and other conditions that Parliament 
has always imposed upon Municipal enterprises, and these restrictions are the 
greatest obstacle to a successful dealing with this question. Increased facilities 
for locomotion dught to be provided. I[n this respect London is worse off than 
any proving ial town. A good deal of this is due to the enormous «ize of the 
Metropolis, but the main cause has been the divided interests that have power 
nthis matter and the opportunity thereby offered for private enterprises to 
creep in. Under the law as at present every municipality in London has the 
power of veto over a tramway passing through its area. Thisisa dangerous 
weapon, and makes for little sectional tramways with no connection one with 
the other. What is required is one tramway system, with electric traction and 
complete inter-communication with all parts of the County of London, and 
under one central authority. This will help the housing schemes by removing 
the compulsion, at present existing, for workmen to live close to their work 
The matter is of such vital interest to the future of this land we love, that 
it claims the best werk that we can bring to its service,

fHE OVERCROWDING OF THE EAST END. 


Sink.—l have read with great interest the article on the above subject by 
Mr. Walter 8. Cohen, which appeared in a recent issue of your organ ; and in 
furtherance of his suggestion that the best method of combating the evils of 
such overcrowding is by the removal of the (;hetto population to other districts 
where special arrangements have been made for their accommodation, | 
sabmit the following to the consideration of those leaders of our race 
whose practical assistance will be required to bring the scheme to the point 
of fruition. 

There is no doubt that one of the greatest difficulties to be overcome by any 
«heme embracing the removal of our coreligionists from their present unsanitary 
juarters is the prejudice and resistance which will be met with from the people 
whom we are all desirous of benefiting, and to successfully combat this oppo- 
sition we must show them indubitably that their trade will not be interfered 
with, and that the facilities for reaching the different shops for whom they 
work will be equal to those they at present enjoy. This, both in the States and 
in London, is the most important point, a point which has not been sufficiently 
taken into consideration in schemes which have been put forward in the past. 
As the freeholder of several acres of land within two or three minutes walk of 
two stations, and twenty minutes railway journey from the heart of the City, I 
offer the following asa practical solution of the overcrowding question, pré 
miging that I do not do this for the purpose of simply exploiting and 
a my own interests, as will readily be seen by the suggested 
conditions, 

The land above referred to covers a space of about twelve acres, giving 
ample room for the erection of 3%) six-roomed cottages, a sufficient number of 
thops, a Synagogue and Classrooms, baths, and a factory in which the work of 
the colony could be carried on in comfort and under sanitary conditions. The 
factory would be built in several departments, each of which would be taken 
bya master-man who devotes himself to the class of work known as “ Stock.” 
The rental of these rooms could be made quite low; much less in fact than they 
pay at the present time for the crowded and insanitary cubicles of the l.ast 

ad. This factory could be under the superintendence of an educated man 
with some practical knowledge of the work engaged in by the 
tenants, who would see to the receiving and despatching of the 
goods sent to and by the various master-men. The factory should also be 
itted with a telephone, which would be at the disposal of each tenant for the 
purpose of communicating with his customer when occasion required. There 
might also be arrangements made for the keeping of a delivery van, to make 
daily visits to the City to deliver and receive goods, such van to be accompanied 
4 practical tailor who could receive the instructions of the customers, \c. 
l¢ expense of this would be very small in comparison to the total which 1s 
paid by each master-man under the principles which at present obtain, and 
could be included in the rent paid by those who take the various rooms of which 
the factory would consist. 

The rent of the six-roomed cottages, which would have a garden both in 
front and at the back. would not exceed &3. 64, per week, and those of a Saving 
nature could acquire the lease of 99 years by paying down an amount of £20 
and the balance by instalments through a building society, from whom there 
would be no difficulty in getting a mortgage for the balance of the purchase 
money. The tenants themselves might also initiate a building society on the 

tar-Bowkett system. by which they could pay in their one or two shillings a 
Week, balloting for an appropriation as soon as the funds would allow and so 
Saving the interest which is otherwise paid to the building society which advances 
money on mortgage. So as to secure this estate to wembers of the Jewish 
Persuasion I am willing to sell the freehold to any representative body of my 
Coreligionists at twenty-five years’ purchase of the ground rents, and this body 
would then not only have ample security for the amount required to acquire 
the freehold, but they would also be able to make conditions as to letting the 
Property and thus exercise their discretion as to over-crowding and the letting 
of the houses to others than Jews. This body might themselves advance the 
amount required to make up the purchase money in the event of any of the 
ae desiring to become their own landlords by payment on the instalment 


So as to give a practical trial to such a scheme as I have outlined above, I 
4™ Prepared to provide immediately factory accommodation for two hundred 


Workers, with telephonic communication, etc. The factory adjoins a station 
which is between twenty and thirty minutes from the City, the former time 
being that taken by the fast trains. Within five minutes walk of the factory 
there are some well-built modern houses of six rooms, with double bay windows 
and long gardens, in which could be erected at small extra cost workshops for 
those masters who devote their attention to bespoke work. Some of the 
houses are also fitted with bath-rooms, the rents ranging from ‘a, 64. to 12s. 6d. 
per week, or with workshops, to accommodate from twenty to twenty-five work- 
men, from lbs, per week. The suggestions previously made as to Factory 
Superintendent and delivery van, would also apply here, and I have no doubt 
that the freehold could be acquired on similar terms to those mentioned in con- 
nection with the other props rty. 
may mention that there is already a goodly number of the Jewish race 

resident in this quarter, who, not very long ago, seriously considered the prac- 
ticability of supporting a Synagogue and Hebrew classes in the neighbourhood, 
but, owing to the want of sufficient support, the suggestion came to nothing. 

Although not generally known to the Hebrew fraternity of the City, here, in 
my own neighbourhood, my name is familiar to the majority of my 
coreligionists, who, I believe, will strongly support a scheme having the 
suggestions | have thrown out asa basis. Should this letter interest any of the 
leaders of our faith, I shall be pleased to attend any meeting which they may 
arrange, at which I could. perhaps, explain my plans in more detail than can be 
done in the columns of your journal, which you place at the disposal of your 
correspondents. |

| would ask Mr, Franklin for a statement on the following points : Firstly, 
will he and his Committee undertake to provide in the new Home an Infirmary 
properly equipped to deal with all cases of illness (other than those named by 
Mr. M. Davis) which from time to time occur amongst the inmates. Secondly, 
will they make provision whereby aged inmates of Jewish Almshouses could 
be drafted to their infirmary should occasion require, the cost to be met by 
arrangement with the Trustees of such Almshouses or local autliorities. 

[ do not see avything impracticable in such a scheme and I should indeed 
be glad tohavea renly from Mr. Franklin in the affirmative in which case, | 
can assure him, that no effort would be spared in East London to raise its quota 
towards the founding and support of such an Institution.

JEWISH DISTRICT LIBRARIES. 


Sin.—Were I to leave the above question to its own fate, without further 
advocating its right of existence in the mind of our community, I should feel 
somewhat guilty in not having fully discharged my duty. 

The withdrawal of my resolution from the Council of the United Syna- 
gogue at last week's meeting may lead your readers to believe that I had given 
up all hopes of the proposed Institution. As a matter of fact, however, my 
intention was not so much to carry the resolution with the Council as a body, 
as to call the attention of the community at large, throug: their representatives, 
to the dangers threatening our communal dignity. 

This object I beheve has been sermon achieved by obtaining the 
unanimous sympathy of the Council, in fact, several prominent members have 
generously promised me every possible aid in such a movement. The character 
of the opposition I met with was not directed against its motives, but against 
the doubtful possibility of adoption, owing to some similar work having 
previously been tried without success, After acquainting myself with the 
details of previous attempts I am not at all surprised at its failure, and beg to 
say that the character of the scheme which I propose, is altogether different in 
its nature and condition, 

My object is as follows :— 

1. That an opportunity should be given to fathers, who are anxious to see 
their sons grow up as noble and useful members of our honoured race, and be 
a credit to their parents. 

2, That encouragement be given to sons who are not unwilling to learn, 
and still open for religious conviction, | 

3. That ministers who are sincere in their profession, should work co- 
operatively with the members of their congregation, by means of daily 
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association (or as often as possible) in the field of Ethics and Hebrew 

Tne library should be the home for cultivation of Jewish learning in each 
district, and should be the place for intellectual and spiritual recreation for 
members, who do not care, or do not so often care, to participate in the modern 
pleasures of card-playing, music-halls, “c., which are more or less detrimental 
and sometimes disastrous to the career of young lives, if they form a frequent 
practice. 

I venture to ask why in a free and enlightened country like England 
religious practice should not interest Jews in the same manver as it does our 
Christian friends, I will only mention the Young Men’s Christian Association, 
who sre planting their branches all over the kingdom, and even some Jews, I 
have been informed. have joined them for the want of a similar Jewish 
institution, 

Then why should we, the Chosen People, neglect our divine property, while 
strangers, as it were, are taking advantage of it in our very presence, not to speak 
of justifying our claim of superiority. 

I faithfully believe that the proposed Libraries, if not a great success at the 
beginning, will surely prove an important step towards future success. | 

I will, however, be pleased to welcome any other suggestion which will tend 
to save the present situation.

Mr. Philip Haldinstein.

The charitable bequests, chiefly’ to the Norfolk and Norwich Hos- 
pital and other local charities, bave already been mentioned. The 
bequest to the Central Synagogue of £1(0), duty free, is to be invested in the 
name of the Treasurer, or other proper oflicer, upon Government security, and 
the income to be appropriated first in payment of 1\)4, to each of such five of the 
Minyan men as shall be selected by the Trustee or Trustees of the said 
Fund upon every anniversary of his death, one of such five Minyan men 
tosay Kadish in the evening or the morning. and subject thereto for the benefit 
of the Syosyogue as to the Trustee or Trustees of the said fund shall seem 
best. The sum of £20000 due to the testator from the firm in which he was 
lately interested, the freehold of the said business premises, and the sum of 
£6,000, less certain dedactions, are bequeathed and devised to his son, Hyman 
Heury Haldinstein. Legacies of £50 each are left in trust for his grand- 
daughters, Ida and Mabel Carr Samuel, at marriage, or £25 and £10) 
upon like trusts for each of his granddaughters, Alice Marie and 
Rachel Caro, £2,004) to his grandson Frank Victor Samuel at twenty-six, 
with reversion in the event of death to his grandson, Arthur Michael Samuel, 
and £100 at twenty-six or marriage to his grandson, Arthur Michael Samuel, 
with reversion in the event of death to Frank Victor Samuel. Legacies of £500 
and £300 are be«jueathed for the benefit of his son and daughter, Alfred Isaac 
Haldinstein and Alice Caro, for whom the testator provided during his lifetime. 


' There are legacies of £1(0 to Israel Davis, executor, and John Mitchell, secretary, 


and £500 is left for testator’s grandson, Philip Woolfe Davis. The residue is to be 
divided into three equal shares, the income to be paid to his three 
daughters, Rosetta Samuel, Caroline Samuel, and Eliza Davis, with reversions 
as to income to their husbands, and as to capital to their children. 


Rival Rabbis at Leeds. 


The case of Sinsohn v, Daiches came before Mr. Justice Joyce on Friday 
last in the High Court of Justice, 

This was a motion by the plaintiff foran injunction restraining the defen- 
dants from interfering with the plaintiff in the execution of his duties as Rabbi 
of Leeds, and from excluding him from the Beth Hamedrash there, and from 
depriving him of the control of the said Beth Hamedrash and of his seat therein, 
and from detaining the keys of the said Beth Hamedrash. Upon the motion 
coming on it was suggested that there being a direct conflict of evidence the case 
had better be tried once for all at the Leeds Assizes, 

Mr. Catey appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. Stokes for the defendants. 

After some discussion in which the Judge mentioned that the dispute ought 
to have been submitted to the Chief Rabbi for settlement. 

His LorpsHipv made an order under Order 50, r. 1 (a) of the Rules of 
Court, directing the trial to be held at the next Leeds Assizes, 

; We understand, however, that the Chief Rabbi has been strenuously using 
his good offices to avoid the unfortunate dispute between the two rival Russian 
ecclesiastics being fought out before a Law Court.

pillage should be indemnified. Ona the following day, Mr. Graham, the Brit).) 
Consul, visited the Jewish quarter, in order to take note of the state of ait, -. 
there. The disturbances having been the result of a spontaneous movew 
the Government were taken unawares and were unable to adopt the neces. iry 
measures. An inquiry was ordered, and more than two hundred arrests wore 
made; The chief culprit, Sheikh Ibraham, fled, but an active search was mid. 
for him. The value of the goods stolen and destroyed was estimated at a}o.: 
£6,000, The Persian authorities displayed considerable energy in the matter. 
and in addition to the British Legation, the French and Turkish Ministers ,\«, 
intervened in favour of the Jews. 

When the Shah was made acquainted with the facts in a letter from ¢). 
Director of the Alliance School (directly transmitted through the (irand 
Vizier) His Majesty showed great irritation. He dismissed three of his 
Ministers, as well as the functionary charged with the protection of the Jews 
and Armenians, who had given an incorrect report of the occurrences. The 
Sbah also gave, from his private purse, £100 towards the relief of the poorest 
Jews. The severe action of his Majesty produced an excellent impression in 
the town, with the result that tranquility was restored within a few days. 
The Shah has emphatically shown that he will not tolerate violence against his 
Jewish subjects, and that stern punishment will be meted out to the creat 
of disorders and to those who tolerate them.

The Chief Rabbis of the various Jewish Consistories in Holland 
have sent a Memorial to Queen Emma requesting that a kosher kitchen an‘ a 
room for worship should be provided for Jewish patients. Her Majesty has 
sent the Memorial to the Executive of the Sanatorium with instructions that 
the request of the Chief Rabbis should be carried out to the fullest extent. 

The Chief Rabbis have also approached the authorities of [Peoples 
Sanatoriums about to be built, asking for similar concessions. As the result of 
their representations, a separate Jewish Kitchen is to be provided at the /irst 
Sanatorium to be opened, at Hellendoorn.

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Mr. COLEMAN DEFRIES. 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. Coleman Defries. which occurred 


early on Sunday morning at his resi- 
dence, 92, Brondesbury Villas, after 
a few days’ illness, from double 
pneumonia, Mr. Defries was born in 
London in 1838, and was the eldest 
son of the late Mr. Jonas Defries, 
founder of the well-known firm of J, 
Defries and Sons, in Houodsditch. 
He took an active part in the busi- 
ness until ten years ago, when he 
retired. Mr. Defries married in 18'3 
Cordelia, daughter of the late Mr. 
Simon Magous, of Chatham. who 
founded the Memorial Synagogue in 
Rochester, and who was uncle of Sir 
Philip Magnus. Mrs. Defries died 
in 1865, and some years later Mr. 
Coleman Defries married en second: 
noces & daughter of the late Mr. 
Joshua Hands. He had eleven 
children, of whom nine survive, the 
eldest being Mr. Daniel ©, Defries. 
who married a daughter of the 
recently deceased Mr. Nahum 
Salamon. The Defries family were 
_ for avery long time connected with 
the New Synagogue in Great St. Helen's, and to this synagogue the deceased has 
bequeathed a remarkably fine Shophar, beautifully engraved, which originally 
belonged to his grandfather, and which his own father used when acting as 
Honorary Baal Tokiah at that synagogue between sixty and seventy years ago. 
In theearly seventies Mr, Coleman Defries was a member of the Board of 
Management of the Central Synagogue, but otherwise took no part in com- 
munal a‘! airs, having devoted his entire energies to the Metropolitan Free Hos- 
pital, then in Devonshire Square. ever since the death of his father, whose 
work he took up there as an act of filial duty. In conjunction with the late Joseph 
Fry. Mr. Defries transformed the hospital from an infirmary to a more 
important institution, and was mainly instrumental in securing special privileges 
for Jewish patients. As a member of the House Committee for nearly forty 
years, Mr. Defries was in the habit of making a special collection in the Jewish 
community at the annual festival dinners, and for many years he presided at 
the Jewish table at these dinners, being invariably selected to respond to the 
toast of * ()ar Hebrew Friends.” His active interest in the Hospital (in which, 
in its present quarters in the Kingsland Road, the Children’s Ward is named 
after his father) was maintained up to the very last, for as recently as l’riday 
he sent out a circular letter bearing his signature soliciting donations for the 
forthcoming dinner on the 22ad prox. In response to this appeal several 
cheques payable to him have been delivered at his house since his death, 

The funeral of Mr. Coleman Defries took place on Tuesday at the West 
Ham Cemetery, where the deceased hada reserved grave. The Rev. S. Singer 
officiated; Mr. Charles H, Byers, Secretary of the Metropolitan Hospital, 
represented that institution. 


Dr. FALK COHN, Bonn. 


The Jewish community in Bonn have sustained an irreparable loss in_ the 
death of their Minister, Dr, Falk 
Cohn, who, during the nineteen years 
he held office, had endeared himself 
in no ordinary degree. Whilst aman 
of great learning and extremely 
studious, he had a heart overflowing 
with sympathy. and worked unceas- 
ingly to elevate the humbler members 
of his flock, always pointing out to 
them the necessity of raising them- 
selves and following the _ bighest 
callings possible. His benevolence 
and philanthropy were unending, and 
although singularly unworldly in all 
that concerned himself, he often 
enacted the ri/e of schnorrer”’ 
when there were needy Jewish 
youths to educate and poor brethren 
requiring assistance. When he dis- 
covered a lad with brains, but whose 
means were insufficient to provide 
the necessary training, he left no 
stone unturned to provide funds for 
him, and in every case he was justified 
in the choice of those whom he 
i urged to adopt a studious career. 
He did not forget to:turn his attention to the Jewish soldiers in Bonn, he saw 
that they were freed from their duties on the High Festivals, and he 
looked after any Jewish prisoners, so that they were provided with 
kosher food. fle was instrumental in getting Hebrew established as 
4 Subject for the Jewish boys in the Gymnasium Schools, he 
himselt being the teacher, whilst in the course of time special class-rooms 
Were allotted for this branch of instruction. Although in failing health for 
‘ome months, he had no idea that the end was so near, he had relinquished his 

ching and many of his duties, but was attending Synagogue till within a few 


weeks of his death. At Purim he was forced to stay at home, but when the reader 
came and recited the Megillah with him he said “ Next year we shall have it 
better in Synagogue together.” On the morrow he died at the age of sixty- 
seven, leaving a son and daughter to mourn bis loss. Theson is studying for 
the legal profession and has already won distinction. The esteem in which the 
deceased Rabbi was held was very deep and the townspeople evinced the 
greatest sympathy with Mr. and Miss Cohn, whilst it is a long time since Bonn 
has witnessed so stately and so largely attended a funeral. On all sides one 
heard that he was the friend of the poor and needy, an idealist and a man of 
the loftiest character who won the love as well as the respect of his congrega- 
tion. He was born in Dessau, the birthplace of Moses Mendelssohn, and after 
having been Rabbi and Principal of the Schools in Anhalt, Mecklemburg and 
Silesia he went to Bonn nearly twenty years ago. 

The funeral was exceptionally large and impressive, the Christian 
citizens of Bonn vieing with the members of the congregation in shewing 
respect to the deceased Kahbi. Those present included (berbiirgermeister 
Spiritus, the Rector of the | niversity of Bonn, Geheimrath Freiherr von La 
Vallette, the Directora of the (;ymnasiums, and several of the University 
Professors, clergymen of various denominations, as well as many of the towns- 
folk and the members of the community. At the head of the « rt/ge were the 
boys and girls of the Jewish School, followed by the representatives of the 
Union Rhino-Silesis. The ministers present included Dr. Frank, Dr. Rosenthal, 
of Cologne, Dr. David, of Diisseldorf, and Dr. Ruelf. Dr. Frank spoke first, 
and, in a moving speech, praised the benevolence of the deceased and bis love 
of bis fellow-creatures. Drs. Rosenthal and Ruelf also spoke, whilst Mr. Baum’s 
words were delivered under the strongest emotion, in the name of the Jewish 
School, which now loses a very dear and valued friend. Dr.Cohn was a member 
of the Board of the lnion for the study of Jewish history and literature. All 
the years that he spent in the beautiful university town of Bonn, he strove to 
ameliorate the lot of the poor, and to raise their moral, and he is widely missed 


alike by the rich and poor of his congregation. L. B

Not that I undervalue the importance of this 
phase of the problem. But did not Lord Rosebery, when speaking at 
the ceremonial of Tuesday last, admit that the 8 nagogue attendance 
in Whitechapel was quite satisfactory’ Who would dispute the high 
authority of the noble Karl? Yet I know full well that synagogue attendance 
does not represent the end-all and be-all of religious duty and of ethical obliga- 
tion.—(Hear, hear). There are further the various considerations connected 
with the duty of making adequate provision for the material and physical needs 
of the population, the great housing question, how to combat the gigantic evils 
of overcrowding and congestion. And here | would say in passing that there is 
much sound sense in the plan propounded r. Walter 
Cohen, that large factories and workshops should be established 
at a distance from the metropolis, due accommodation for the 
workpeople and their families being provided in country cottages,—(Hear, hear),

sut there is one simple practical object, to the accomplishment of- which I 
may unhesitatingly invite you this evening. By the help of a few friends, I 
nave raised an amount sufficient for the establishment and maintenance of a 
much-ve eded Club for Working Lads in Coumercial Road, We have also been 
sble to enlist a small band of efficient workers. Our friend, Mr. Ernest Lesser, 
has secured eligible premises for such a club. Now we should dearly wish to 
make this place acentre of work, a headquarters. a place of rest for workers, and 
at the same time an office of kindly counsel,—a cave of Adullam to which those 
in distress might gather for advice and help. We would ask that one or more 
Poor Mens Lawyers be stationed there, who would give gratuitous advice to 
our working men and discourage hateful litigation —(Hear, hear) I admit that 
this sugvestion 18 not heroic nor ambitious. Bat | am content to commence 


on a small seale. Mr. Percy Alden has told me from what small 
beginnings Mansfield House has sprung. I would commend _ this 
bumble scheme to you as an instalment, to be paid in full later 
op.. But would earnestly call upon you to join and to enlarge the 


small band of zealous workers in the East not merely for the sake of those, in whose 
midst you will labour, but for your own sakes. All th se who have lived 
in set! ements, all who have devoted themselves to work among the poor 
knowledge that the teachers in all cases learnt more than they taught. Their 
own views of life bave been enlarged, their own errors and prejudices have been 
corrected, fresh qualities of the human character for love and admiration have 
been revealed to them, and they have discovered that the time spent in settle- 
ment work, far from being dull or irksome, has been the happiest period of 
their lives. Maccabsmans, I ask you to drink to the health of these noble and 
happy workers, Canon and Mrs. Barnett. Mr. t rwick and Mr Harry 8. Lewis. 


The toasts were drunk with great enthusiasm. 


Mr. Inwick (of Toynbee Hall) in responding to the toast, said that 
Toynbee Hail was founded on a multitude of ideals. Indeed the complaint had 
often been made that it had too many ideals. It was founded on the belief 
that the obvious evils of poverty could only be dealt with fundamentally. that 
no far-reaching remedies could avail, that men must give themselves to the 
work and not merely a small part of themselves. and above all it was founded 
on the belief that all the work done must be unobtrusive, unostentatious and 
persistent. That meant that all modern ideas should be avoided and the old 
lines made more and more ¢ tlective, and implicit reliance placed on the almost 
infinite potentialities of the poor themselves, on their extraordinary capacity 
for gaining knowledge if the opportunity was afforded them to acquire it, and 
on their power to extricate themselves from their own diffi-ultues by self- 
reliance and independence, Everybody knew the kind of work that had been 
accomplished on those lines, ‘They had all heard of the educational system at 
Toynbee Hall, how Canom Barnett and bis co-workers had tried to deal with the 
capacity for appreciation among the poor by giving them things to appreciate, 
and |:ow endeavours had been made to cultivate the administrative qualities of 
the poor by admitting representatives of the workers on all the local boards 
and committees, But there had still remained a feeling that the work was too 
ideal, too superficial; that they had failed to get into touch with actualities 
by striving too much after potentialities. Since 1895 there bad never been a 
time when there was so much prosperity in the East End, and yet the fact 
remained that there existed a good deal more apathy and carelessness among 
the ordinary workers than there was in less prosperous times, The poor were 
absolutely unable to organise their expenditure. It was one of the saddest 
phases of the work amongst the poor to observe how soon the substantial 
benefits which the possession of money could ensure were forgotten, how com- 
pletely their tastes would run riot and their means be wasted on drink and all 
sorts of shoddy things. It was once said, and with truth, by a resident in an 
East End University Settlement that in all his experience he had never seen a 
Jew the worse for drink. But he regretted extremely to say that there had 
unquestionably been an increase of drunkenness and gambling amongst the 
Jewish East End poor. It might be fairly urged that the kind of work which 
he had sketched in general terms was rather too theoretical to touch the 
évils of drunkenness and gambling, but ignorance, which was at the root of 
ali bad habits, could only be met by education, and the Eduvational 
system of Toynbee Hall would continue to stand the test of ignorance, and 
would eventually bear upon the drink question. The Bishop of Winchester 
had said that the public-house question was the entertainment of the people 
question, and the provision of lectures, amusements and art galleries at any rate 
touched the fringe of the question, Unfortunately, the working man did not 
avail himself of the educational opportunities provided at Toynbee Hall, and it 
was a continual lament amongst the residents at the Settlement that it was 
necessary to drag the working man in to the lectures, Of course, it might seem 
somewhat beside the mark to imagine that the gutter child and the off- 
scourings of the world who lived in Whitechapel could be attracted by a 
picture exhibition, No doubt it was. The work of training the young by 
means of Lads’ Brigades, cadet corps and the instruction in connection with 
elementary schools was of greater value, and wider in its effect. It was by 
means of such efforts that the people would in time be led up to the higher forms 
of education at which the art galleries and lectures aimed. The mere mention 
of those facts, however, tended to demonstrate that there was an absolute need 
for more settlements or more workers. In the East End of London there were 
& million and a quarter of people amongst whom the residents at Uurversity 
Settlements worked, At ‘Toynbee Hall there were 20 residents, and including 
all the other East End settlements the number of residents amounted only to 
between 60 and 70. He could fairly claim, however, that the effect of the work 
done by men who had passed through Toynbee Hall was of the utmost value, 
hor could he omit to acknowledge the debt which Toynbee Hall owed to the 
members of the Jewixh community who had placed their services at the 
disposal of the workers in the Settlement. He would not mention the names 
of all who had worked at the Settlement continually, but he could not refrain 
from specially referring to Mr. Harry Lewis.—(Cheers.) Mr. Lewis's fellow- 
workers at Toynbee Hall regretted that there was only one of him, nor would 
the efforts of Toynbee Hall be at all effective among the thousands of wee 
Jews in the East End until there were more Harry Lewises to lend 
their aid. He looked forward to the time when the Jewish community 
would send another such man to work amongst the poor of East 
London, either in connection with Toynbee Hall or any other 
institution or club, The residents of Toynbee Hall would, in fact, 
Welcome a Jewish Settlement founded side by side with their own. It 
would not in any way beacompetitor, but a most welcome and effective helper. 
Perhaps one of the greatest needs of East London at the present time was that 


of music, and he suggested that the Jewish community, to whom the love of 
music was natural, should form a Jewish Choral and Orchestral Society to 
interest the poor of Whitechapel and the surrounding neighbourhood, 

Mr. Harry 8, Lewis, who was received with cheers, said that no one 
could attempt to deal with the East Ead question without at once being appalled 
by its vastness and comprehensiveness. It seemed to be a hopelessly entangled 
mass which had resisted the best efforts of reformers and statesmen, The aspect 
of the (jaestion with which they were immediately concerned was that which 
indicated the work which the West End Jew should feel himself called upon to do, 
as much from a sense of duty to his fellow-citizens as from a feeling of brother- 
hood to his coreligionists. He claimed for the Jewish community that within 
the last generation it had come to recognise that the problem of the poor would 
have to be solved in new and more effective ways than had been previously tried; 
The value of personal service had impressed itself on the Jewish community, 
which had confessed that the ordinary methods of relief could act asa palliative 
but in no way tend towards the solution of the social evil, There were economic 
questions which lay deeper down than the mere question of relief. The lead- 
ing Jewish charity, the Jewish Board of Guardians, recognised that fact, and 
as far as it could, attempted to take a statesmanlike view of the work. 
Especially was the policy of the Board shown on the question of alien immi- 
gration, for the Board recognised that if its relief to alien immigrants were 
not organised on careful lines, there would soon commence an infinx to England 
such as would create a difficulty which even restrictive legislation would be 
unable to meet. Of the many directions in which personal service was of 
supreme importan:e, it was perhaps of the greatest value in dealing with theevils 
of overcrowding and ill-housing. The element of the population where those 
two evils was most pronounced was constituted mainly of those who bad 


come to tagland from countries where they had been accustomed 
to a low state of living, and unless they could be educated 
up to a divine discontent with their surroundings he did not think 


that any outside interference would ever effect any great amelioration in their 
circumstances, ‘T’he housing question was not to be solved by one man alone. 
It was hoped that the new Borough Councils would make full use of Part: 
of the Housing of the Working Classes Act, and that further legislation would 
a’sist towards housing the poor in better conditions than at present prevailed. 
It should not be imagined, however, that to be of personal service to the poor 
necessarily demanded permanent residence in their midst. (on the contrary, 
there were opportunities for valuable work in fields far distant from the Fast 
End, He referred to the Children’s Country Holiday movement. It was the 
present custom of the organisers of the Country Holidays for children 
to concentrate groups, visit the parents in their homes to apportion § the 
amount which they should pay towards the holiday for their child, and next 
to convey the children to a suitable place in the country. The personal service 
of voluntary helpers then became necessary. The London child taken from the 
slums to a village street would, if left to its own devices, play about the gutter 
in accordance with its habits. Voluntary helpers were re juired to organise 
games, races, amusements and different pastimes for the chiidren during their 
stay. lle could promise those who would spend a week in the country with the 
poor children that it would give them as much satisfaction as a Continental tour. 
Many of those who had tried it had stated that the days spent with the children 
in a quiet English village had reminded them of holidays spent in Switzerland. 
On the question of providing amusements for the people, he was proud to say 
that the Jewish boys’ clubs occupied a high position amongst similar institu- 
tions of the kind in East London, and he hoped that more of them would be 
founded. It often bappened that little could be done for the parents whose habits 
and mode of thought were already formed, and consequently the hope for the 
future rested on the results of the work amongst the children. 
times he read statements in the Jewish Chronicle as to the importance of 
Anglicising the foreign Jew, which, 1t was expected, would at once raise him to 
such a pinnacle of excellence that nothing further would remain to be accom- 
plished. That was an indirect form of personal admiration which went, how- 
ever, beyond the truth. No doubt the foreign Jew, the victim of persecution, 


-had received unlovely and unloveable habits which those who had had the 


advantage of English’birth had escaped. But whilst Anglicising the foreign 
Jew and makiog of him a better English citizen, it was desirable that care 
should be taken lest he be made a worse Jew. That was one of the real pro: 
blems of latter-day Jewry. It should demonstrate to the foreign Jew that the 
local patriotism which he owed to the country of his adoption was in no way 
incompatible with the national patriotism which be owed to his own race, In 
conclusion, Mr. Lewis expressed regret for having adopted a somewhat 
sermonic tone, He pleaded as an excuse that advanced by an Evangelical divine 
in the 18th Century, who stated that he preached only in two seasons: “ In 
season and out of season.’ 


Mr. H.S Q. Henrivves proposed the toast of “ The Visitors,” coupled with 
the name of Mr. James Bryce, MI’. 


Mr. Jawes Bryce. M.P., in responding to the toast, said that so much had 
been said which was of interest and value, by those who were entitled to speak 
from practical knowledge of the subj-ct, that he would confine himself to briefly 
commending the Chief Rabbi's observation that 1t was doubtful whether the 
problem of housing the poor was capable of solution unless some industries 
were carried out of London. He had for some time past been very much 
convinced that that was a solution of the difficulties arising from the congestion 
of London to which much attention should be directed. He felt very strongly 
the good which University Settlements had accomplished, and he believed that 
the key to many East End problems was to be found in enlisting a greater 
number of judicious and sympathetic workers amgng the poor. As to the 

uestion of immigration on which much had been said, he could assure them 
that there was no great danger that the pernicious proposals which were 
shadowed some years ago would be persisted in. No Biil for that purpose had 
any chance of passing the House in this session, probably not in this Parliament. 
It would be a great misfortune and a piece of wanton folly, if ever repressive 
measures were adopted, for no real harm was being now done. It was no 
disadvantage to the English population of the East End that they should have 
their intellectual vitality refreshed by the incoming of another intellectual race. 
The infusion of people who brought with them what he might call the keen air 
of Oriental deserts, whose freshness had not entirely left them during the many 
centuries of their stay in Russia or Roumania, was an addition to the intellectual 
resources of the Teutonic races on the Continent and in England. The Jewish 
race and the Celtic race alike possessed an extraordinary aptitude fer learning, 
He did not mean that either race was intellectually superior to the English race, 
but that they could contribute important elements to the intellectual life of 
England as they bad done to Germany, and it would be an impoverishment of 
Kast London if the immigration of foreign Jews were in any way ch:cked. He 
had evjoyed the meeting this evening, for he could never forget that the Jewish 
race was the only race that had survived as a nationality from the earliest times, 
forming a link that united our own times with the early ages of the world, and 
the literature the nation produced in the days of its ancient bloom had been one 
of the most powerful intellectual influences whicb had ever aff cted the mind of 
the world, He came from a country where children used to be brought up with 
a thorough and minute knowledge of the Old Testament, and he knew the 
psalms and the prophets well enough to know that in them were to be found, 
presented in majestic simplicity, some of the highest and noblest ideals of duty, 
and some of the purest conceptions of the love of God and righteousness of life 
which had ever been presented to the world. And being conscious of the 
inestimable services the Jewish race had rendered to mankind, and feeling 
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how much was owed to the Jews by modern Christians as amends for many 
wicked and foolish acts perpetrated in dark ages, it was a great pleasure to him 
to know that many of the barriers which once separated Jew and Gentile had 
now been broken down, and it was, at any rate in England, possible for both to 
work unitedly for the common wea!.—(Loud Cheers). 


Mr.I. ZANGWILL, in proposing the toast of the Chairman, regretted that the 

task had been allotted to bim as he was unaccustomed to proposing the health of 
clergymen. Whilst all the previous speakers bad lamented the poverty of the 
poor, he regretted the poverty of the rich intellectually and artistically. That 
poverty was especially noticeable in Judwa. Mr. Harry Lewis bad with great 
truth spoken deprecatingly of the importance of Anglicising the foreign Jewish 
poor. Ia France it would be maintained that the best thing for the alien immi- 
grant .Jew was (iallicisation and in Italy, Italicisation. There must of necessity 
be something wrong amongst all those varying views—(Laughter). He objected 
also to the belief that in dealing with the poor, men and not schemes were 
needed. It seemed to him that both were wanted, a combination of the heart 
and head. He could quite understand that Mr. Lewis should imagine a week 
spent in the country with a detachment from the Children's Country Holidays’ 
Fund would be as good for the visitor as a trip to Switzerland. In that connec- 
tion Mr. Lewis was simply reversing the Biblical passage which figures the 
mountains skipping like kids—(Loud laughter). He could not however 
agree with Mr. Harry Lewis in his complimentary references to the Jewish Board 
of Guardians and kindred charities, the organisation of which would either send 
a poor immigrant who applied for relief back to a persecuting country or 
leave him to starve in the streets of London, He attributed the increase of 
drunkenness amongst the Jews, to which Mr. Irwick had called attention, 
mainly to the “ Mafficking” tendency, which had received an impetus amongst 
the general population, and was not confined to the: poor. ‘The tone of litera- 
ture, art, and politics was lower to-day than it was ten years ago. On the 
subject of the toast of “ the Chairman,” Mr. Zangwill said that although he had 
met mapy opponents of the Chief Rabbi's policy, including himself, he had 
never met anybody who did not admire Dr. Adler as a map, as one of the most 
eloi,uent speakers, and the best chairman to preside over any gathering. Dr. 
Adler fulfilled a many-sided function in the community. He was indeéd the 
“bandy-man.” In olden times the Rabbi had only to “ posken” and to preach, 
but Dr. Adler had to point a moral and adorn the Athenwum ; he had to repre. 
sent the Jewish community among the Jews and amongst the Christians, and 
he perfor med his part with wonderful geniality everywhere. 


The Cuier Rares, in reply. said : Ido not think it is desirable, especially at 
this late hour, that I should follow Mr. Zangwill in his criticisms. A lady who 
very much admired a preacher said to her husband in church one day, “ Oh what 
an angel in the pulpit.” Whereupon the husband rejoined, ‘ And what martyrs 
in the pews.”—( Loud laughter and applause). After having expressed my regret 
that Mr. H. H. Gordon has been unable to complete the speech made on the last 
occasion, and after having thanked you warmly for the cordial reception 
accorded to me this evening, I intend to make one good point, exceeding the 
points of Mr. Zangwill.. I now make a full stop —(Laughter.)

CENSUS, 1901. 


A Census paper will (previous to 3ist March, 1901), be left at each house in the 
United Kingdom, and it will be accompanied, iu the case of houses where foreigners are 
known to reside, by a German and Yiddish circu'ar explanatory of the object of the 
Census, an” containing a translation of the actual Census paper. 

The English Census paper on/y must be filled up. It must be filled upin Enylis. 

The questions askec by the Census paper must be answered in respect of every 
om, een and child sleeping in the house or tenement on the night of Sunday, 31st 

arch, 1:01. 

The questions are quite straightforward with the exception of question nine, which 
is headed “ Where Born.” This question also inquires in the case of persons born 
abroad whether he or she is (1) A British subject (2) A Nataralised British Subject 
(3) A Foreign Subject. 

To assist you to enable persons born abroad to answer this question, certain likely 
circumstances and the c rrect replies are here given : 

1. A person born in England should be so described, although bisor her parents 
were born abroad. 

2. Persons born abroad must name the Cou/ry and wt the Town or District-in 
which they were born. 

%. Children born abroad whose parents or grandparents were British must be 
described ae “ Britich Subject.” 

4. A woman born abroad whose husband is British, must be de cribed as a 
* British Subj ct.” The widow of a British subject, wherever she was born, 
shvuld be deecribed as a “ British Subject.”

The conference was a thoroughly business-like one, its object being prartica| 
work rather than rhetorical denunciation. Nor was there the slightest attempt 
at exaggerating the part which the Jewish immigrants have played in the | ’ 
trouble—still less any effort to merge the problem in a larger anti-Jewish pro 


blem. Onthecontrary, Mr. H. L. W. Lawson expressed the opinion incidenta!|, 
that the influence of the Jewish residents on the overcrowding difficulty had 
been exaggerated, making, at the same time, the very pertinent sugvestion that 
much of the trouble had arisen from the displacement of dwellings to make 


room for big factories and warehouses. The only other reference that was 
made to the Jewish element at all was contained 1n the only paper read ai the 
conference, and forming as it were the basis on which the discussion was built 
up. This paper—a very fine deliverance—was from the pen of the Rev. \V. i 

Davis, M.A., Rector of Spitalfields, Referring to the Jewish influx itremarke. 

“The immigration of poor aliens and also of poor provincials, especially. into 
this district, is unquestionably answerable for much of the congestion and over 
crowding which exist. The census of 1881 showed that there were 1" 
Germans, Russians and Poles living in London. In 181 the number had 
increased to 95.00. In the same peried the number of Russians and Poles 
had in Whitechapel, increased from to 1000; in St. 
from [4) to nearly 5,000; in Mile End from ‘%*) to 3,400, Many of these imm: 
grants have a low standard of living. They are content to pay exorbitant rent, 
because having secured rooms they intend to live under forbidden conditions, 
The landlord knows this when he lets the house—the rent that he 1s to receiv: 
compels him to know it. The tenant knows it when he takes the bouse with the 
intention of sub-letting so as at least himself to live rent free ; and the sub- 
tenants know that the taking of a lodger or two into their room -will be winked 
at. If Iam the owner of a house already paying a fair rent and a man o!ers 
me £20 to turn out the present tenant and an addition of £:) a year to the rent, 
[am bound to have my suspicions aroused, and you have a right as citizers 


to expect me to know how my property is going to be used. It may 
fairly be said that the alien has in this district been the cause largely of the 
increase in rents, and of the decrease of the earning power of certain of the poor. 


On the other hand the alien has introduced new industries. For example, in 
1880 cheap German clothing was imported to the value of £500,000) This bas 
dwindled to almost nothing, cheap clothing being now made here of English 
cloth by foreign Jewish refugees. Slipper-making, cabinet-making, and the 
manufacture of picture frames have also advanced ly the coming of for: ign 
immigrants, and the Board of Trade report for 189, issued in May last, on 
E migration and Immigration, states that except perhaps in London there has 
been no increase among destitute aliens, and that with regard to London, 
although the number of resident aliens is increasing the amount of destitution 
among the Jewish population was less in [899 than in the previous years, 

This was the only important reference—not an unfriendly one it will be 
conceded—to the Jewish aliens. The discussion brought out the fi arful 
intricacy and complexity of the problem, the comparative failure of the County 
Council's schemes, and the possibility of immoral conditions arising, cons: juen! 
on overcrowding, of which the Jewish community as a whole—which use: to 
pride itself on the chastity of its women—can surely not be coguizant

Much that is instractive might be said about these statistics and other 
similar comparisons with which [ will not detain you, but while I think they 
elogaent!y testify to the work done on behalf of the Board by my predecessor, we 
shall always gratefally recall that it was through his personal exertions with the 
aid of our constant friend, Mr. Barrow Emanuel, that these commodious 
premises were erected, and dedicated for all times to the purposes of the 
institution.—( Cheers). 

The closing year of the century, to which the report relates, is the 42ad in 
the history of this Board, and covers a period of e ceptional activity during 
which our organisation was subjected to a severe strain. and its capacity to deal 
with the varying problems which are involved in the relief of the Jewish poor 
very ful y tested.

Alien Immigrants.’’ 


| refer principally to the problem created by the sudden renewal in the 
early summer Of a foreign influx to these shores. The movement of “alien 
immigrants to this country has been more or less continuous for a long perlv 1. 
but daring the last few years the numbers have shown no great variation, and 
as the arrivals came here unaided and on their individual initiative, nearly 
always with some resources, the problem of their dispersion adjusted itself, or 
at auy rate, made no extravagant demand upon charitable efforts. 


The Jews of Roumania. 


Although the Board was aware that unfavourable harvests had existed in 
Bessarabia, that many of the mines io Galicia had been shut up, and above all, 
that the uowarrantable attitude of the Roumanian Government encouraged 
persecution of the Jews, and that all these factors seemed likely to warrant an 
increase in the number of arrivals, the Board was not prepared to witness the 
advent here of bands of Roumanian immigrants, who had been despatched 
through Europe without any provision for their arrival on these shores, without 
means to continue their journey, and without any knowledge of their fitness for 
the places to which they wished to go ; nor could we anticipate that a stream 
from neighbouring countries would follow in their wake. I do not know, even 
at this date, where the blame lies for the delusions which these unfortunate 
Roumanians entertained as to the conditions prevalent in London, or how their 
Magiaation came to be inflamed with the idea that every Roumanian emigrant 
was qualified for settlement in Canada; which is unfortunately very far from 
being the case.. No sympathy can be too great for these unfortunate Jews

In referring to this subject I should like to mention the excellent work 
done by the Shelter whose President, Mr. Landau, never spared himself, and 
there is no doubt that, with the assistance of the Jewish Colonisation Associa- 
tion, the Shelter dida great deal to relieve the tension of the situation, But 


as was only inevitable the bulk of the cesss, and those the most difficult ones, 
had to be dealt with by the Board. 


Tho Board's Policy Approved. 


Although owing to the nature of the case the attitude of the Board had to 
be determined without much preliminary reflection, it is satisfactory to observe 
that its policy has commended itself, not only to the preponderating thinking 
portion of the community, but also to well informed opinion on the continent 


A Caution as to the Future. 


Before | leave this subject of immigration I should like to utter a word of 
caution as to the future: I have read a great deal about Roumania since last 
summer, as have doubtless many whom I am addressing. I have also had 
the advantage of seeing some of the reports from the agents who have been 
sentto Roumania by various public bodies; I think the balance of opinion 
points to a renewal of the movement in the coming spring and summer, as what 
little hope was entertained for the amelioration of their lot seems to have been 
abandoned by the Roumanian Jews owing to recent political developments 
there, It is well therefore that it should be known that the conditions in London 
have not altered for the better and that, although no legislative action here 
seems imminent, increasing anxiety is felt at the growth of population during 
recent years in our overcrowded districts and at the resultant pressure in certain 
trades. The Board, therefore, cannot depart from the policy it has laid down 
and hitherto acted upon, but while last year under the stress of the emergency 
the Board felt itself obliged to depart from its rule not to repatriate persons 
without exacting a portion of the cost of repatriation, such cannot be the case 
this year, and immigrants who come to this country without any friends to go 
to, and without resources to enable them to establish their position, will have to 
provide a portion of their fare when they ask to be returned. 


The Emigration Need not be Through London, 


As, however, a movement of emigration from Roumania may be contem- 
plated by other bodies, it is well to state that it should not be carried on through 
London ; the facilities of steamship communication abroad are now so great 
that it would be quite unnecessary and highly imprudent, to put it mildly, to 
organise this movement through London which would bring .io its wake an 
unorganised following of other Roumanians and of neighbouring nationalities 
as was seen last year, and, while at the foreign ports no casual arrivals are 
permitted to remain, here this is not the case, and the bulk of distressed 
immigrants would fiad their way to, and have to be dealt with, by the Board of 
Guardians, 


Emigration to the United States Should be Restricted, 


There is also a very important matter which must not be lost sight of, 
namely, the destination of such immigrants. I[ would remind you that similar 
movements began in 18s], and have been going on intermittently since, and that 
neither on the Continent of America, nor here, are the conditions now such as 
prevailed then. This altered state of things itself explains the attitude the 
Board is compelled to adopt. and furnishes a justification, if any 1s required, 
for the policy it must adhere to. If this change had not been recognised by 
the Board, there might have been some foundation for the assertion which has 
been made from America, that the Board of Guardians bas directed and assisted 
emigrants to that country who lave at once become a charge on the commaaal 
organisations there ; an opportunity was lately afforded to me of correcting these 
erroneous impressions, and | was able to show that in nocase did the Board 
send people to America unless it bad evidence that the applicants had relations 
or friends who were willing to receive them, and it is in consequence of 
the care which has b-en exercised, that the numbers sent were comparatively 
small, 


The Excellence of the Arrangements in America, 


We have always realised and admired the stupendous efforts which have 
heen made in America, and successfully made, to deal with these poor Jewish 
immigrants ; no sacrifice bas been too great for our coreligionists on the other 
side, and while the expenditure of money has been on the most generous scale, 
the fertility of resource and the ingenuity in expedients to meet these diffi- 
culties, which have been exhibited, cannot fail to command our praise and to 
excite our envy. But at length a movement of uneasiness is apparent in 
America at the congestion which has taken place in several cities as the result 
of the assisted emigration from the continent of Europe, and a halt must be 
called until time has been given to enable the new population to be dispersed 
and absorbed. These fears are not the outcome of selfish motives, but are the 
well-grounded apprehensions of those who have borne the burden of the day in 
America, and are still bearing it, 


The Problem Must be Solved in Roumania. 


You cannot at present, in my opinion, even by well regulated, and therefore 
necessarily extremely limited emigration from Roumania, solve the problem of 
the condition of the Jews there. As things are one must look to measures of 
relief in Roumania to assuage the sufferings to which they are condemned, and 
pray for the advent to power of some Roumanian statesman, who is strong 
enough to grapple with this deplorable situation, which, while it victimises the 
Jewish population, is carrying his country along the road to ruin. 


No Increase in ‘‘ Old Cases."’ 


While this foreign immigration with which I have had to deal at some 
length is responsible for the increase in the number of new cases which had 
applied to the Board, and for the number which unfortunately remains on our 
books at the end of the year, it isan agreeable contrast to be able to point to 
the figurés of old cases which practically remain the same as in the previous 
year, and this in spite of the addition of some 900 new cases in 1899. I think 

ou will agree that this is a very satisfactory feature—(Hear, hear)—and I 
believe it does indicate that, given normally favourable conditions in trade, a 
certain number every year of those who have been compelled to apply to the 
Board do succeed in gradually raising themselves, and that if the pressing ‘ues- 
tion of rent could find some solution at the hands of those who have spoken and 
written about itat such length during the past few months, this number would 
show a great increase. Be that as it may, in a year which from a statistical point 
of view affords but little cause for congratulation, there is undoubtedly this ray 
of sunshine in the matter of our old cases, 


The Financial Position. 


It is needlesa to say that the effect of the foreign movement on the finatcial 
position of the Board Sas been very disastrous. Weare never, uafortunately, 
golvent at the Board of Guardians, at least not since 1897 our Treasurer tells us, 
and last year we closed our books with a deficit of £5,391, of which £2,229 was 
a legacy from the previous year. We had to borrow this money from our

bankers, and, for the first time for many years, there appears a charge for interest 
on borrowed money. 

This position, which is not one that facilitates the discharge of our 
responsibilities either to the poor or to the c mmunity, does not arise, I am 
hapnoyv fos iv. from diminished anpport, as we Te ceived last year at our free dis- 
no~- 1} £16,072 as avainst €14 072, and the -um r cerved for special purposes was 
{8115 against Wh In this connection I ~hould hke toexoress the grateful 
thanks of the Board to the members of the Canv«ssing Committee and to the 
Svoagogue Committees who have materially assisted in the work of collecting. 
We are much indebted to them, and hope they will not relax their efforts on our 
behalf, 


Falling off in Legacies. 


There bas been a considerable falling off, however, in the amounts received 
from legacies and donations in memoriam, the figures for the year being £1 48%, 
against £11.34! last year—the former total including two donations of £500 10 
memory of Lieutenant Raphael. who met a soldier's death on Spion Kop. 
These figures, which are on the whole satisfactory, inspire in me the belief that 
the Board retains the confidence of the community, although I should much 
like to see the area from which it draws its contributions extended, because 
we depend too much on the continued generosity of a few, this especially beir ¢ 
the case as regards the sums we are entrusted with for disbursement to specified 
cases, 


The Bequests of Mr. Sam Lewis. 


Since the close of the year the Board has received notice of an immediate 
bequest of £500 under the will of the late Mr. Lewis, and of the reversion on 
the death of his widow to a sum of £10,006, and to a further sum of £100,000 
for the purpose of founding a convalescertt home or hospital at the seaside, In 
expressing our gratitude for these generous bequests, [ am prabably not indis- 
creet in suggesting that Mr. A. E. Sydney, who is an original member of our 
Board, having served on it for forty-two years, has added one more to the 
many obligations in which this institution is indebted to him.—(Cheers,) 


Expenditure of the Board, 


When I turn, however, to the items of expenditure, you will see that, 
notwithstanding the large total of sums received, the drain upon our resources 
has been so great, that without increased support it will be impossible to 
continue our work on our present lines, much less to give effect to suggestions 
which have been made for an increase in our scale of relief, or to encourage 
further developments to which the Board under happier and more prosperous 
circumstances might be glad to lend its willing assistance. Tbe amount disbursed 
in direct relief was £2527, against £18456 in the corresponding year. I will 
not refer in detail to the causes of this mcrease as they have been carefully 
analysed in the body of the rep rt, but I may mention that the nett drain 
arising from repatriation on the Board's resources for 1!00 was {£5 USo, repre- 
senting an increase of £2,022 over the amount in the previous year. This very 
heavy expenditure in repatriation would be much larger were it not for the 
valued services: which Mr. Samson. of Hamburg, places gratuitously at our 
disposal: we. at the Board, can appreciate the labour and anxiety attendant 
upon the orderly dispersal to their destination of over 1,00 souls, and I am sure 
you will agree with me that the successful discharge of responsibilities suclr as 
these has earned, and should receive the full measure of our gratitude. 


Allowances to Widows and the Aved. 


1 much regret that the condition of our finances has not permitted us to 
increase the scale of allowances to widows and aged and infirm persons: there 
is no section of our work which is so much above the plane of criticism 4s this, 
and yet we cannot adequately deal with the claims upon us. I am happy to say 
that early in this year we received anonymously {£1,)*) as a birthday thank 
ollering, the income of which will be available for assisting poor widows, I 
sincerely hope others may be induced to follow the example of this generous 
and judicious donor. 


Cost of Administration, 

1 cannot disiniss the question of finance without briefly referring to the 
subject of Management Cuarges to which attention has been directed during the 
winter. Thanks to the industry of our friend the Treasurer, who has taken a 
great deal of trouble to present our accounts clearly, and has produced what I 
think is an improved balance sheet, you can have had no difficulty in seeing 
what 1s the cost of working the Institution. The result in ¢ ffect is that the 
salary list cost the Board £2 lessthan last year, the Loan Committee having taken 
over the salaries of their staff, and in the present year the inc one from our 
tunded property should approximately balance the charges of our nett salary 
list, Our other expeuses are small, the only noticeable item being printing and 
postage, a large portion of which is incurred in connection with the Annual 
Report. As the Bocrd does not appeal by circuiar, nor advertise in other ways, 
I think such expenditure judicious and desirable. And if I am called upon to 
defeud our expenditure on general grounds, I think our critics, whom I am not 
disparaging in any way, igoore the enormous amount of work we do in what I 
may call ‘charitable organisation,” to use a comprehensive expression. No 
record appears in our statistics or reports of such work, but it is very laborious. 
requires a trained and experienced staff to deal with it, and it grows every year. 
We have to enquire into and answer day by day «,;uestions submitted in a large 
number of letters from private individuals who are the recipients of appeals for 
help: we undertake investigations for the Ay+d Needy Society, the Blind 
Institution, Home for Aged Jews, the two Convalescent Homes, the Jews’ 
Hospital and (rphan Asylum, for the Burial Society, the Visitation Committee. 
and the Overseers of the Poor of the United Synagogue, and except for some 
small grants which do not exceed £4) a year, we do this gratuitously, and I may 
add most willingly, because it is rec gnised as part of our responsibilities, and 
as most essential in preventing imposition upon the charitable of the com- 
munity, and because it obviates over-lapping: I would not desire to see it 
diminished in any way, but a staff is required to carry it on, and that means 
money. 


Ihe Loan Department. 


1 have dealt as far as possible with the principal features which concern the 
operations of the board itself, and although they will not permit me to deal at 
leagth with the reports of all the subsidiary committees I desire to refer more 
particularly to the Reports of the Loan and Sanitary Committees, although 
there is much that will repay perusal in the unobtrusive record of the other 
Committees. Thanks to the legacy of the late Baroness de Hirsch the Loan 
Committee has been able to extend the scale of its operations, and with the 
increased powers which the Board has conferred upon it, I have no doubt that 
the beneficent work of the Committe will continue to grow although it is im- 
perative from its nature that they should proceed withcaution. The magnitude 
of the work of this Committee 1s evidenced by the totals for 1900 when 2.275 
applications were received and 1,838 loans were granted of a total value of 
£9,842. With reference to this increase in the number of the Loan 
Committee's clients I should like to say that there has been no 
dimiautiun in the care and caution exercised by the Committee in 
granting loans; there seems to be, judging from the remark of a 
writer in B ackwood who referred to the “ demoralising” ease with which the 
J ewish Board of Guardians makes advances in money, some apprehension that 
‘oans are granted more or less indiscriminately to applicants in “ business,” I may 
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say therefore this is not the case, and the Committee is most stringent j, t 
insistence in the case of applicants for new loans that they should have whine 
here at least six months, and as a matter of fact most of th m have been ‘th 
considerably over a year, and besides it must not be forg tten that applica, + 
who have not been domiciled here some considerable time find it difficult ¢. : ; 
the necessary sureties. With the desire to make the facilities of the Loan « _ 
mittee as available as possible an exhaustive enquiry was held by the Ex. eatton 
into the propriety of establishing branches in other districts for the purpose | f 
the non-eleemosynary work of the Board. The conclusions arrived q:

Sorts of Schemes.’’ 


At the same time I must confess that there is a tendency to expect the 
Board of Guardians to interest itself in all sorts of schemes some of which may 
have great merit in them and may indirectly confer benefits on the classes «):} 
which we have to deal, whilst in others the advantages seem more problem): \;a! 
I hope, however, the Board will be allowed to develop its organisatii, oy 
existing lines before it incurs fresh responsibilities ; the figures in this years 
report and those which I gave you at the beginning of my remarks show }ow 
our work grows by leaps and bounds: that we are perfect, or that every hing 
we dois perfect, working as we have been during the past year at continous 
high pressure, I should be the last to affirm, but I do say, do not let us overtay 
our strength and resources by the adoption of proposals which are more or 
less outside of our province, and which are at any rate beyond our present 
capacity. 

Sanitary Committee and Consumption. 


The work of the Sanitary Committee which continues to have the advanta ve 
of the able supervision of Mr. D, F. Schloss, is presented under two headings— 
“ Sanitary Defects’ and “ Consumption,” ‘l’o the former I do not propose to 
refer except to observe that the Report records a continuous improvement in 
the conditions with which the Committee has to deal. With regard to Con. 
sumption I think our contributors will read with great interest and approval 
the measures which the Committee has taken with the co-operation of our 
Assistant Hon, Secretary, Mr. Levinsobn, for contr: lling the spread of phthisis: 
it will be remembered that the Board only initiated the register of cases of thi« 
disease at the end of 18'8, so that practically this work has only been done for 
two years. As stated in the Report, no correct inference as to the prevalence 
of the malady can be drawn from a comparison of the figures of these two years, 
It is established that it is really greatly to the advantage of the poor that they 
should be induced to take the precautions insisted upon, and as this is gradually 
brought home to them by our visitors, it is probable that the record of new 
cases may continue to show an increase without this fact having any bearing on 
the spread of the disease. We may therefore have to anticipate an increase 
in our expenditure on this department, such as we have experienced this 
year, but | am sure no one will deprecate this outlay, which I believe is most 
beneticent in its ultimate results. It is obvious, however, that such measures as 
are indicated in the Committees Report can only be partially remedial 
recently, however, at a conference of Boards of Guardians and Poor law 
Authorities in London, it was resolved to recommend the Local Government 
Board to consider proposals making provision for the open-air treatment of con- 
sumptive cases among the sick poor in the Metropolis ; when it is stated by 
experts that on an average 1,200 pauper consumptives are daily maintaine: in 
rate-aided institutions within the Metropolis, it is manifest that larger powers are 
required or that existing powers should be put to a different use. While open 
air facilities within our reach are at present, however, limited to the use of 
tickets for Ventnor, kindly placed at our disposal by a few of its governors. we 
must fall back upon these measures of precaution, and impress them In every way 
possible upon the cases which are brought to our notice. | gladly 
therefore, endorse the appeal made by the Sanitary Committee that 
some of our visitors should undertake the periodical visits to families 
of consumptive patients, and thus relieve the Sanitary Llospector of 
duties, which they could equally well perform,and which make great inroa:s ou 
his time; I am convinced that there are many of our honorary workers who 
will be willing to see that the precautions required by the Committee are carried 
out, and I am sure there is no more necessary and honourable work than uncer- 
taking to dispel the ignorance and relieve the sufferings of those who are victims 
of this fell disease, 


More Workers and Sustained Work. 


I bave now completed my imperfect review of this year's work, which | 
think bas shown that the progress of the institution is well maintained, and 
that the Board in spite of exceptional circumstances has continued to fulli! the 
mission entrusted to it of relieving and raising the Jewish r. While we have 
had to sustain losses in our ranks of workers, such as the death in the prime of 
life of Mr. Alexander, whose work at the Board will ever be gratefully remem 
bered by his colleagues, we have during the past year enlarged our membership, 
which now includes, for the first time, ladies as part of the parent body, although 
they have for many years assisted us in other equally useful directions. 

Still, those who read our departmental reports must carry away with them 
a conviction that many of them give expression to the same want—not only 
additional workers but sustained work. It is indisputable that the Board has 
hitherto enlisted in its service an army of active toilers who share its labours, 
but a constant flow of recruits is required ; and in the multiplication of charities 
with which the necessities of a complex civilisation inevitably burden the com: 
munity, our own demands seem likely to suffer both in personnel and in ways 
and means. I cannot, therefore, conclude my remarks without making an earnest 
appeal to our contributors for additional helpers, who will not only relieve us 
of some of the pressure of our work, but who will, in the compe: !uon for the 
charity of the community, secure for the Board thuse resources without which 
our best endeavours will be arrested, or at least be rendered ineffective. Satisfy 
these requirements, and I have no fear that the Board of Guardians will fail 10 
its beneticent mission to the poor, or that it will cease to maintain its bigh 
position in the van of charitable organisation.—(Loud applause.) 


Mr. F. D. Mocarva, in seconding the adoption of the Report, said that he 
could not conceive any work more difficult than the administration of a very 
large charity ; and the difficulties which beset the Board of Giuardians had bom 
emphasised and increased by the utterly unsympathetic attitude of those who 
read the annual reports in their arm chairs and pronounced adverse opinio!'s . 
an utterly valueless and worthless kind. Those who did nut know how ar" 
was the work of administeriag charity should view respectfully at a distance : : 
manner in which it was performed by the Board. He was happy to notice t “ 
the second generation had been produced in this country by those who years 
ago had arrived as alien immigrants, and the second generation showed a miar 
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improvement on their forebears. He believed that before many years the 
Jewish community would derive considerable strength and vigour from this new 
Jewiah population, Their extraordinary energy, sobri ty, industry and intelli- 
gence led him to indulge great hope for them in the future. It seemed as 
though in the case of the Jews the words of the philosopher were contirmed 
who said that rare spices only yield their odours and aroma when they are 
pressed 

A point was raised by Mr. Joun Harris, CC. as tothe legality of the election 
of thirty-two members of the Board instead of twenty-seven, the number 
prescribed 10 the Constitution. Mr. Sypney pointed out that 


the Constitution had been strictly observed as the nuwber had been increased 
‘na constitutional way last year, 


Mrs. Lione. Lucas, as President of the Workrooms’ Committee. said 
that she wished to direct the attention of Jewish mothers to the operation of 


the workrooms and to urge them to send their girls to the workrooms for 
instruction. They would there be taught not only needle-work, but also be 
brought under the happiest moral intiuences. She regretted the establishment 


of the Jewish Creche, Her experience of the operation of such institutions 
had led her to the conclusion that they weakened the ties between mothers 
and their children and encouraged women to neglect their offspring. 


The CHAIRMAN announced that Mrs. Lionel Lucas. one of the most 
generous col ‘ributors to the Board, had handed him a cheque for £1) asa 
donation —| Cheers). 

Mr. H, Po.LAK said that he was deputed by the Franz Josef Institut to 
express their high appreciation of the assistance they at all times received 
from the members of the Board and Mr. Stephany, the Secretary. The Franz 
Josef Institut was concerned with the relief of the Austro-Hungarian poor, 
and many of theapplhicants were Jews, whilst on the governing body and supporters 
of the Lostitut a large proportion were Jews. Whenever a proposal was made 
to the London Jewish Board of Guardians to share responsibility in regard to a 
particular case, the Franz Josef Institut had always been met in thé most 
considerate and effective manner. 


Replying to a question from Mr. E, Lissex as to whether any advantage 
would be obtained by again approaching the Foreign Office with a view to com- 
pelling the Roumanian Government to abide by its treaty obligations, 


Mr. B. L, Couen, M.P., said that the Foreign Office had been approached and 
the Prime Minister was in deep sympathy with the claims that were beiog urged 
for the enforcement of equal rights to all Roumanian subjects, which had been 
guaranteed, but, unfortunately, not secured by International Treaty, and every- 
thing that the Foreign Office could do was beiny done to press those rights. 
Bat be was not sanguine that the pressure would lead to any immediate result. 
He strongly deprecated, however, any public agitation in this country, and he 
had authority to say that the steps which were now being taken would be most 
likely to result in a successful issue, according to the care and diplomatic action 
which waided those who moved in that direction.

_ Inthe Annaal Report of the Home for Aged Jews, which has just been 
issued, the Committee state that the work of the Charity has been performed 
with the usual care and efficiency. Mr. F. D. Mocatta, the past President, con- 
tinues to take the liveliest interest in the Lostitution, being a regular visitor at the 
Homee and a frejuent attendant at the Committee meetings. Mr. Harris Marks, 
as Chairman of the House Committee, has proved himself a most valuable ac- 
cession, and gives unremitting attention to the internal administration of the 
Homes. During the past year the attention of the Committee has been directed 
towards the necessity of securing a suitable site on which to erect a building 
capable of accommodating under one roof all the inmates of the two Homes. 
I'he present buildings have become quite unsuitable for their pu*poses ; they 
are yreatly overcrowded, and the inconvenience and waste of power involved in 
the management of two separate establishments press heavily on the Executive. 
The difficulty of securing a suitable plot of ground must be faved without 
further delay. Various sites have been viewed during the past year, but none 
of these can be recommended, The Committee, however, are still pursuing the 
matter, and trust that during the coming year their efforts will be rewarde:! 
with success, 

A material saving has been elfected in various items of expenditure without 
in any way curtatliog the happiness and comforts of the aged inmates. This 
satisfactory result is due to the untiring zeal of the House Committee. There 
has been a large falling olf in the donations as compared with the previous year, 
but on the other hand, there has been a slight increase in the subscriptions, and 
a specia) contribution of fifty guineas was received, per Mr, Alfred Abrahams, 
being part proceeds of an entertainment organised by the Hotel Cecil Com- 
mittee on behalf of various local charities, The amount received for paying 
inmates is also in excess of the preceding year. There are still a few vacancies 
in the paying wards, There has been a considerable increase in the offerings 
and the receipts of the Poor Boxes, The Whitechapel and Stepney Boards of 
Gruardians have, through the intercession of Alderman J. Harris, continued 
their annual contributions. The sum collected by Master George Levy (son of 
Mr. Lewis Levy, a member of the Committee) among his schoolmates and by 
his sister, is larger than last year, and Mr. Barnet Cuhen (son of the late Mr. 
George Cohen, a former Trustee) is again making a collection. Mr. Woolf A. 
Rutkowsky and Mr. J. King are similarly occupied, and Mr. H, Lotery, a mem- 
ber of the Committee, has also made successtul efforts. The number of in- 
mates in the Homes at the end of the year was ninety-nine, including nine pay- 
ling inmates and three married couples, whose ages varied from 6! to ‘> years, 
During the year twelve new cases have been admitted, six inmates have died, 
and six have been discharged or have left trom various causes. ‘There has been 
some sickness among the inmates during the year, but having in view their ad- 
vanced ages and the condition in which most of the new comers enter the Insti- 
tution, the health of the inmates must be considered very satisfactory. The 
income from all sources was £2,517, and the expenditure £1,885, £3.54) (legacies) 
were invested and (Ui! placed on deposit in the London and Westminster 
Bank. The bank balance, which at the beginning of the year was £./}, was 
L150 at its close,

The speech of Mr. Leonard Cohen at the annua 
The Board of wmeeting of the Board of ‘:nardians last Sunday, 
Guardians showed that the sanguine h pes of those who placed 
Meeting. him in tle chair of that institution are not likely to be 
disappointed. he address was lucid and business-like. 
It summed up with force and. conciseness the weaknesses and strength of the 
Board ahd was, in a word, wholly worthy of the traditions of the 
Board. Listening to his speech one could not but think that after 
all the etrength of the institution predominated over its weaknesses. The 
rauge of activities of the Board of Guardians has grown imnieasurably in 
recent years. Its functions have mialtiplied, its vigour is more 
sustained than ever, the confidence of the community in it is undi 
minished, and Mr. B. L. Cohen even described it as the foremost eleemosynary 
institution in the Kingdom. In the account which the community may be 
said to have open with the board, the distinction which its success 
reileets upon English Jewe—qnite apart from the actual eliect of its work— 
is surely something to be placed to its credit side. Sach is the strength and 
the success of the Board, that Mr. Dickinson, lately the Chairman of 
tha County Council, seems to have been :,aite surprised to hear from the 
President that it was wholly supported by voluntary contributions, and not 
by some general rate. ‘he fear was expresscd at last Sunday's meeting that 
the Board might be acting as an attraction to indigence, and, consequently, 
as a pauperising intiaence. but to refuse it support on that ground would 
be to remind one of the blatant and self-suflicient tradesman in the play who 
declined a contribution to an institation for the «hildless on the pretext that 
he did not ‘encourage orphans.” (Unfortunately the orphans are there, and 
w.ll continue to be there, quite inde; »ndently of any ‘ encouragement” they 
may receive from clisritable quarters, and there will be poor Jews in |.ondon, 


whether the Board of Guardians encourages them or no. There are some people 


who believe it wrong to uphold any charities whatever on the ground that they 
are an interference with, anda puny and futile attempt to defy the universal law 
of the survival of the fittest. If arguments like this and the one heard last Sunday 
were to be treated seriously and carried to their logical conclusion all Boards of 
Guardians would cease to exist and philanthropy become a lost art. Laglish 
Jews. at all events, are not disposed to attach much importance to them. 
The support accorded to the Jewish Board has andonbtedly 
increased with the volame of the Board's fuactions. And when the foreign 
poor or their children have grown to be strong and self-supporting, the 
Board may hope to see the area of help very widely extended. Then. too 
we may cease to have to deplore a recurring deficit or the not altogether 
creditable fact that more than seventy per cent. of the male seatholders of the 
(‘nited Synagogues are not contributors to the Board's funds. 


The most disagreeab!3 feature of the meeting last 

The Board Sunday was the inevitable reference to the situation 
and the created by the persecutions of the Koumanian Govern 
Roumanian went. Mr. Cohen had nothing but the severest 
Jews. condemnation for those who were responsible for sending 
hundreds of refugees, without resources and without 

any clear idea as to their aims, over sea to this country. It was one of the 
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Marcu 22, 190}. 


cruellest episodes in the whole of a very painfal story. The manner in which 
the Board met the inflox was the only one possible under the circumstances, 
and has received, according to Mr. Cohen, the commendation of well- 
informed people abroad. Conditions, as we were reminded, are not the same 
now as they were in 1881 before the waves of immigration came rolling in 
serious volume upon these shores. (ireat colonies have established them- 
selves here and in America; the capacity for receiving farther additions is 
being questioned on all hands, and the change which has come over the 
position is seen in the uneasiness which has taken hold of many Jews in the 
\nited States—an uneasiness resulting not from mere selfishress, but from 
donbt as to the feelings of others concerned, and a conscionsness of the danger of 
bloated aggregations. All the more serious, then, is the President's intimation 
that the emigration movement in Roumania may be renewed next year. 
A repetition of the deplorable scenes witnessed in London last summer, 
and the strain then imposed on the Board of Guardians, would 
be regrettable in the extreme ; and the Board is perfectly justified in taking 
steps to prevent the impotent and disastrous movement which caused such a 
scandal a year ago. It is earnestly to be hoped that we shall not wait till the 
emigrants are already on the road or are lying about the London streets, but 
that steps will be taken in concert with our brethren on the Continent ‘to nip 
any indiscriminate emigration in the bud. At the same time, no one will 
pretend that this action would absolve us from any further effort on behalf of 
the Roumanian Jews. Mr. Cohen tells us that those ha) less people are now 
d°spairing of any improvement in their lot. This in itself is as much 
an incentive to help as itis a snlhject for pity. One can well understand 
that a people, subjected since 18()4 to incessant oppression, should by the 
year 191 be beginning to lose hope. Yet, impatience must be 
tempered by prudence; and many of our Roumanian brethren must have dis- 
covered last year that it is better to bear those ills we have than fly to 
others that we know notof. Mr. B. L.. Cohen's assurance of Lord Salisbuary’s 
continued sympathy, and the hope he held out of amelioration, are however 
in @ measure consoling. 


--- 


Last Sanday, the Maccabwans resumed the discussion 
on what is known as the East Ind problem, 
and interesting speeches were the order of the 
day. Illamining connsel was lavished in showers from 
those wlio may be regarded as experts. ‘The speeches were fall of admirable 
counsel, but we must take care that we do not remain at the mere oratorica] 
stage and think that problems are solved as soon as speeches are delivered 
and s;plauded. If pathos could solve the housing «nestion, we should 
all have been living in mansions years ago; and if speechifying 
and Schemes availed aught, the East End difficulties would long ere this 
have vanished. Let us try by all means to get a tight grip 
of principles, but do let there be some limit to discussion, 
We shall sooner arrive at sound principles by buckling to and risking a few 
initial errors. than by mouthing sonorous generalisations and idle laments, 
Paper East End Schemes are worthless without the executive power of men 
to translate them into actualities. Money contributions are not to be despixed 
in what Lord Salisbury called “ this wicked world,” but the money is as dross 
without the realising and directing force of human brain tissue and human 
muscle. Ina word, we want men to come forward and give of themselves 
for personal service among our poor. And when the men—and the women 
—come they will find plenty of schemes upon which to concentrate them- 
selves. Let us take a striking instance, A great deal was 
very rightly said last Sunday about the valne of East End Settlements. 
Mr. Irwick, the Sub-Warden of Toynbee Hall, admitted that the lectures 
and similar things provided by these settlemerits did not attract as th-y 
should. That, however, did not mean that they were useless or hopeless. 
It merely meant that they should be approached by intermediate stages snch 
as cadet corps, Lads’ Brigades, and the lke. But—and this is the point— 
how are these intermediate stages to be reached? The lads’ brigades, cadet 
corps, lads’ clabs and so on, will never be formed, if voluntary helpers are 
not forthcoming to create them and maintain them. 


The East End 
Problem. 


This cardinal fact was, we are glad to say, clearly 
seen at the Maccabean gathering. The Chief Rabbi 
pointed out that “no laws, no system of organised 
| charity can accomplish what a friend can do for a 
friend, a man for a map,” and that “not schemes, but lives are needed for 
the solution of the problems that confront us amid a seething industrial popu- 
lation.” Professor Bryce summed up the whole question with the remark 
that in his belief ‘‘ the only key to all the East Ead problems was to be found 
in enlisting a greater number of workers among the poor.” Mr. H. 8. Lewis 
(the (inest of the Evening) laid it down that in dealing with the serious diffi- 
culties of overcrowding and ill-housing. personal service was of supreme 
importance; while the Rev. J. F. Stern pnt the entire matter 
jn a nutshell in his contention that ‘‘ when every East End parish boasts a

Canon Barnett there will be no East London to talk about, and when Harry 
Lewises are to be numbered by battalions our (ihetto problems wil] be 
aolved.” Mr. Stern is right. We want more unselfish and hard-working 
men like Mr. Lewis to devote their lives to their brethren ; and if the prompt- 
ings of idealism were more powerful among the gilded youth of Jewry than 
materialistic impuises, we should have them and onr problems 
would be on the high road to solution. This is no new discovery jy 
philanthropy. Years ago, Thorean declared that “If you vive 
money, take care that you spend yourself with it” ang 
Mr. Irwick when he said, last Sunday, that ‘men must give themee! >> 
to the work, and not merely a smalj! part of themselves,” wa. jy¢ 
repeating the accents of an older philosophy. The preference of 
words for deeds is illustrated in our manner of approaching one of || ¢ 
remedies suggested for the, high-rent questions. Dr. Adler stronsly 
commended the plan for removing the factories to the suburbs and the 
country. Professor Bryce, M.P., pronounced a similarly favourable Opinion 
as, indeed, he has done on a previous occasion. Mr. Cadbury, the em nent 
(Jasker manufacturer, has led the way to the country districts, yet hy 
many Jewish mand‘acturers are prepared to follow him? They stand too 
much on the order of their going, and the consequence is that they remain 
where they are. In all these matters, it is the man who will mal the 
start—no matter how humble—that is needed. _ pon his exertions, in the 
final result, every scheme must depend for ultimate success. Unless some 
one lead the way in translating words into deeds, it is idle to think that 
any progress is being made in the solution of East Kad difficulties.

There was an interesting discussion at a recent meeting 
of the Dorshei Zion Colonisation Society in | aris. 
Dr. Nordan, one of the speakers at the gathering 
indalged in a vehement attack on the Jewish Colonisa 
tion Association. ~Siace the colonies in |’alestine 
supported by Baron E imond de Rothschild, he complained, had been trans 
ferred to that Association, the lot of the Jewish labourers had materially 
altered for the worse. ‘ Do not let ux waste our time,” he continued, “on 
men who do not pay the slightest heed to the voice of Jewish public 
opinion.” There happened to be present at the same meeting 
the Grand of France, who  unkindly pointed 
moral of the situation. If the conduct of the Jewish Colonisation 
Association, he suggested, were so hopeless, there was an organisation which 
might well lead the way in better method«—aamely, the Zionist organisa- 
tion. ‘ Where,’ M. Zadoc Kahn asked, “are the Zionists, with 
their hundreds of thousands of paying adherents? Has not Zionism 
the power to maintain a few hundred workmen as colonists | 
Where is, then, its great might”? Where? indeed. Here i- an 
admirable opportunity for the Zionists to give a practical proof of the love 
that isin them. From a hundred platforms they have protested— ao donbt, 
sincerely—their effection for the Holy Land and their race. A chance is 
now offered them of redeeming the » licy of Jewish settlement in |’alestine 
from a -xerious drawback, not to say stigma, and of making good their 
protestations of love. If there is any solidity and _ seriousness 
in their propaganda, if there is something besides rhetoric at the back of their 
movement let them leave the Jewish Colonisation Association to its own 
follies and failures, and rescue the labourers in Talestine, single 
handed, from their troubles. It is a unique opportunity lor 
proving that they can, if necessary, pass from words to deeds 
and the appreciation of Jews would be all the greater that their 
efforts would be directed, not to adding fresh indigence from Hurope, but to 
the sensible object of relieving and raising the indigence already in |’aiestine, 
Zionists once before made some small effort of this character when they 
raised, at last year’s Congress, a small contribution on behalf of the Roamanian 
Jews; the present is an opportanity for repeating those eflorts 1 
a direction which should particularly appeal to them as Zionists. We shal 
await with interest the practical response of the Zionists to the ‘irand 
Rabbin’s challenge.

Then in 1t6 
natural sequence, came the indignant query, “ are we to sit with hands 
folded while the refuse of the Continent inundates the slums?” es Reiuse 
of the Continent” is not a very elegant or accurate description, aud 
experience shows that this “refuse” usually has a highly improving 
influence on the slams—from the point of view of the policeman. But, 


) apart from this, the Pall Mall Gazette, in its simplicity, was quite unneces 
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sarily alarmed. It forgot, or did not know, first, that many immigrants 
gho do not declare themselves, are often as a matter of fact en route. and 
secondly, that many who are not en route at the moment of landing do 
enb«uently depart from the country. The Board of Trade has itself 
admitted the inaccuracy of its figures, thanks to these considerations. 
Indeed, Mr. Charles Emanuel (the Solicitor and Secretary of the Board of 
Deputies), in a rejoinder to the Pall Wall, showed that on the basis of the 
Board of Trade reports only one-tenth of those declared not to be en route 
sctually remain in this country.

A Catholic Bishop on Ritual 


Dr. Brynycb, Bishop of Kiniggritz, has laid a criminal information for 
libel before the Criminal Court at Mayence against the Editors of the K/cine 
Presse (Frankfort) and the F’reidenker (Wiesbaden). These papers some time 
ago discussed the Polna murder, which they stated to have been denounced by the 
Bishop from the pulpit as a ritual murder, Ia his information the Bishop says 
that he has not been in the church at Polna since 1804, and that neither there 
nor at Kioigeritz bas he preached on the subject of ritual murder. He then 
goes on: The charge against J udaism that there exists in its ritualany prescription 
requiring the use of Christian blood, bas always been denied by Jews, and has 
been declared to be false by the highest scientific authorities and the highest 
dignitaries of the Catholic Chureh. No one has ever been able to point to 
the existence of any prescription in the Jewish ritual in which the slightest 
indication can be found of any such barbarous practice. If any isolated case 
could be proved of an individual fanatical Jew having, in a state of religious 
frenzy. or in consequence of other mental aberration, committed a crime of this 
nature, Judaism as such and the Jewish ritual are notresponsible, The insult, 
conveyed in the insinuation that a Catholic Bishop could have made the state- 
ment complained of, is doubly gross, as he would be knowingly deceiving the 
coreligionists entrusted to his spiritual care, and inciting citizens against 
citizens, which would be a detestable proceeding.

In fact she and her colleagues were rapidly reassured, and were lost in 
admiration at the extraordinary skufulness of these oung men, who displayed 
great expertness and tenderness in raising the stretchers in such a manner that 
the patients were always kept in the horizontal position which old professional 
nurses could not have improved upon. Addressing the leader of the squad, who 
bore a considerable portion of the expenses, Madame Bron said: “An! sir, if 


there were many men like you, generous and humane, how sweet life 
would be!”

Sensational Occurrence in Vienna.—The correspondent of the 1)// 
News telegraphed from Vienna on Sunday :—The sensational arrest took place 
here yesterday of Herr Vogl, the proprietor of the largest exchange office 
on the Graben, on a charge of having poisoned a rich Russian named Taubin, 
who died in Vienna last April, and was stated to have verbally be jueathed al 
his property to Herr Vogl, who took possession of it. Taubin, a Russian Jew 
was a miser anda drunkard. He kept no servants. and took no regular meals, 
but always had a store of brandy and other strong drink in his disorderly 
lodging. Not very long before his death, he offered Dr. ‘Theodor Herz! two 
hundred thousand florins towards his Zionist plans, but Dr. Herz!, after visit- 
ing him, refused the gift. He considered Taubin a crank, and that he was 
not justified in disposing of his Taubin was acquainted with \ogl, 
and when oné night a policeman took him home drunk and bleeding and 4 
doctor told his old charwoman to give notice to his friends, as he would not 
live long, it was Vogl who was fetched. He sent for his own lawyer and the 
lawyer's clerk, and in their presence the sick man was said to have recovered 
sufficiently to speak the words: “ All I have is to go to Vogl.” He died al 
most immediately afterwards. These words, spoken in presence of witnesses, 
have the weight of a regular will, and Vogl was put in possession of the de. 
ceased Russian’s furniture and effects, the total amounting to about +'')''"' 
The body of Taubin was cremated at Gotha. Not long after some of bls 
Russian relations came forward and applied to the police. They alleged that 
Vogl is a ventrilojuist, and that Vogl was already dead when the decisive 
words were spoken.—Somewhat similar accounts have appeared in other

A meeting of the Board of Deputies was held on Sunday last at the Spanish 
and Portnguese Synagogue, Lauderdale Road. There were present : Sir Josepu 
Senad MONTEFIORE, President, in the chair: Sir Philip Magnus, Messrs. D. L. 
Alexander, K.C., 8S, Alexander, M. Castello, J. A. Cohen, J, Freedman, H.8. Q. 
Henriques, S. Myer, J. Prag and A. B. Salmen. 


The Sorrerror and Secretary (Mr. Charles H. L. Emanuel) read letters 


from the family of the late Mr. Lionel L, Alexander, thankiog the Board for 
the vote of condolence which it had passed. 


The Cen sus, 


The question having been raised as to the arrangements for the taking of 
the census amongst the Jews in the poor quarters of this country, a discussion 
arose on the action which had been taken by the Chief Rabbi to cope with the 
matter. 


Mr. 5. ALEXANDER thought that as the matter concerned the whole Jewish 
community, it should have been dealt with by the Board who morally repre- 
sented it. Instead, the Board had allowed itself to be placed in the background 
and the matter relegated to a body of gentlemen who had gathered together 
goder the auspices of the Chief Rabbi. He did not, for a moment, wish to 
disparage the movement, but, at the same time, he considered it would have 
been more satisfactory had action been taken by the Board of Deputies. 


The Sortcrror and Secrerary pointed out that the Chief Rabbi had not 
taken the initiative, but that the Census authorities had asked him to take the 
same steps as ten years ago, 


Sir Puitir MAGNUS was not satisfied with the explanation, and thought 
the Board should send a letter to the Chief Rabbi pointing out the matter, so 
as to ensare that the same thing should not occur ten years hence. ; 


Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER, K.C,, thought that it was improper and inexpedient 
to take action, seeing that in ten years time the Board would probably be 
composed of members, who, perhaps, would hold different views. 


Mr. J. Prac said he considered that even if the Board of Deputies had | 


taken the matter of the census up, it had not the means at its disposal to be 
able to bring about the proper results as had been done by the Chief Rabbi. 
Farther, it would have been entirely futile had they dealt with the matter, as 
in grappling with the language difficulty they could not have obtained the ue- 
cessary assistance which had been placed at the disposal of the Chief Rabbi. 
The Chief Rabbi was doing what he alone could possibly do, and, with due 
deference to the Board he considered that it could not Lave dealt with the 
difficulties so efficiently. He, therefore, thought it would be a pity if they were 
to step in when they bad no reason to complain. 


Sir Puitiy MAGNws said he still thought that the Board should take action: 
he accordingly proposed the following resolution :—That a letter be written 
to Dr. Adler suggesting that it is desirable, in the interests of the Anglo-Jewish 
community, that on the occasion of a future census the Board of Deputies 


should be consulted prior to replying to any form dealing with the census sent 
to him by the census authorities. 


Mr. S. ALEXANDER seconded the resolution which was carried. 
Miscellaneous. 


A letter was read from the Union of Orthodox Jews of the United States 
and Canada expressing appreciation of the loss sustained by the death of the 
late (jueen, that those sentiments might be conveyed to the Royal 
Famuy through the Board of Deputies. 


The Solicitor and Secretary stated that, with reference to the Oxford Local 
and Science and Art Departments, examination arrangements had again been 


made whereby candidates could suspend working their papers during the Sabbath, 


and recommence on its termination. 


The’ Hall Corporation Bill was again brought before the Board, Under 


this Bill the corporation sought wers to acquire a portion of the burial- 
ground of the Hall Old Hebrew burial-ground. A sum of £100 was guaranteed 
by the Hall Congregation to help to defray the legal expenses, but as an amount 
above this sam would probably be acquired it was decided to issue an appeal to 
the Jewish community for further contributions. It was thought that weight 
would be lent to the appeal if it were supported by the Board of Deputies. It 


was therefore decided that the President sign the appeal, which also bears the 
signatare of the Chief Rabbi. 


The PResipenr stated that he had certified Mr. Morris Emanuel as Secre- 


tary for marriage purposes of the Hampstead Synagogue in the absence of the 
Rev. A, A. Green. 


The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair.

Our New York Letter. 


The Year Book of the Central Conference of American Rabbis has just 
been published, It contains the proceedings of the convention held at Buffalo 
from July 3-d to 7th of last year. I believe that I did at the time refer to this 
meeting. but here we have for the first time a full and complete report of its 
doings. As the Conference has 152 members, its utterances can naturally be 
taken as expressing the views of the reform wing of the Jewish church here in 
the United States. On looking through the table of contents the thing that 
strock my eye first as being of importance was a“ Report of Committee on the 
Draft of Principles of Judaism.” On lo king up the minutes of the day on 
which the report was read I find it stated that ‘Oo motion, the reading of the 
report was dispensed with, and the paper was ordered to be printed in the Year 
Book.’ The report is signed by Professors Deutsch and Mielziner of the 
Hebrew Union College. I cannot see why it was treated so uncavalierly and 
neither read nor discussed. If it was not worth reading or discussing, why was 
it worth printing’ If the ideas expressed therein are not the ideas of a majority 


of the Conference, there is all the more reason why it should not bave 
been printed without a word of comment. he committee has 
tried to find some _ scientific definition of Judaism or _ rather 


some basis upon which such a definition can be built up. The bond 
which binds the Jews together, they say, cannot possibly be a racial one, and 
Judaism, they say, is simply and purely a religion. The result at which they 
arrive is purely a negative one, and an extremely unsatisfactory result at that. 
The belief and principles of Rabbinical Judaism, they affirm, have not been laid 
down in any set creed, but have received their sanction either from their general 
acceptance, or from the authority of some great scholar. The report goes on to 
state that Rabbinical Judaism in the past had in this way tacitly assumed the 
belief in the Kabbala, the belief that every word in the Rabbinical literature 
had a binding character for the Jew, and thirdly that the Bible was infallible in 
both its facts and its moral teaching. This, the report continues, naive thought 
of our ancestors is no standpoint at all, because they were not conscious of any 
principles, and the views of old Rabbinical Judaism cannot be held in their 
eitirety by modern men. “ Our standpoint must be the acknowledgment of 
the historical evolution of religious truth which is like that of the mechanical 
world. Our religion bas its essentials which are lasting, while external 
forms change. This truth we still find in Israel's literature, although a con- 
siderable portion of it bas lost its meaning to us in both matter and form.” 
The report adds at the end’ a few words about Israel's mission as 
a message-bearer of divine truth to the worl’, and then abruptly 
closes. The report is, of course, unsatisfactory, as have been ail 
the many attempts in the past.to state our religious beliefs in so 
many words, That Judaism has essentials and non-essentials needs no proof. 
The question is, however, just what are these essentials and what are the non- 
essentials, The Committee has failed to touch just this—the chief—side of the 
question. P+rhaps the Conf-re:ce felt this also, and therefore passed over to 
the ordre du jour. Wecannot help feeling also, that the description given in the 
report of Ravbinicsl and Orthodox Judaism is in every way incomplete, One 
carries away the impression that certain skittles have been set up merely for 
the purpose of being knocked down again. We shall all watch with some 


interest the next meeting of the Conference, to see whether any action is taken 
upon this report. 


One other matter deserves, | think, mention here. The Rev. Dr. M. Harris 
presented a report from }he “ Committee on the Revival of Succoth Celebra- 
tion.” The report reads: “ Resolved, that Succoth, standing forth more pro- 
minently as the Harvest Festival than either Passover or Pentecost, that we 
endeavour to give it this character in the synag gue. That by emphasizing 
this, its universal side, we endeavour to give new life to a festival that bas 
fallen into neglect through being overshadowed by the Yamim Noraim, to which 
it stands in such close proximity. That we endeavour to restore a something 
of the spirit of the Succoth symbol in the Temple proper or in the school 
astembly room. That we interpret it there, not so much the frail tent of the 
wilderness (Israel's Nomadic Era), as the Harvest Bootb, the symbol of Divine 
Providence. That, where feasible, we invite the participance uf the school 
children in this beautiful ceremonial, presenting it to them as an object lesson 
of the All-providing Father who feedeth all mankind.” 


It is interesting to see the attempt we are making here in America to 
develop institutional Judaism, though whether this can be done by always 
emphasising the so called universal side of the festivals is a question in my 
mind I venture to think that if we wish to develop a stronger religious life in 
our own midst we ought to develop the Jewish side of our Jewish observances 


amoug Jews. This fear of being too particularistic has become a veritable 
‘bug-a-boo in certain quarters. 


I have said nothwg in your columns in regard to the meeting of the 
Council of the Union of American Hebrew Congregations which was held in 
Cincinnati on the 15th and l6cth of January last, It certainly deserves a record 
here, not because of any special action taken at the meeting but because the 
Unicn represents the rank aud file of the reform wing in this country. Nearly 
two hundred delegates, lay and clerical, were there present. Yet in spite of 
this, President Freiberg called attention to the fact that since the last meeting 
two years ago, only six congregations have joined the Union, ‘and the entire 
membersbip is I+ ss than h«lt of what it should be. I cannot see that anything of 
importance occurred at this meeting. It had been hoped that the Memorial 
Fund for the Hebrew Union College which is being gathered in memory of the 
late Dr. Isaac M. Wise would be completed by the time the Council met, The 
original idea had been to gather the sum of half-a-million of dollars, but only a 
little over one hundred thousand dollars bad been gotten together at the time 
the Council met. It is a pity and a matter of wonder that the Hebrew Union 
College does not receive a more cordial support on the part of the congregations 
which make up the Union and the members who are interested in its welfare ; 
and this especially since pr ail the rich and influential Reform congregations 
have as Rabbis graduates of the College. I think in a measure that the ten- 
dency to emrhasise things which are not distinctively J« wish, has also been at 
work here. Very recently a notable contribu’ ion was given by a Jew in Chicago 
to the University of Chicago. J«ws of Baltimore bave contributed to the 
poses of a Jewish library in the Johns Hopkins University, and Jews of San 
ranci-co have not only presented the University of California with such a 
library, but have also endowed a Fellowship in the Semitic languages. The fact 
stands out as a matter of reproach to the American Jews that both institutions, 
the Eebrew Union College in Cincinnati, and the Jewish Theological Semivary 


in New York are continually begging for support, and what is more the wonder, 
do not get that for which they beg. al

The Grand Rabbin of France and Dr. Nordau 
on the Situation in Palestine. 


Importance was given toa recent meeting of the Dorshei Zion Colonisation 
Society in Paris by the presence of M. Zadoc Kahn, Grand Rabbin of 
France,and Dr. Max Nordau. Various speakers severely criticised the Jewish 
nag oc sce sm Association for its attitude towards the day labourers on the colonies 
in Palestine. 


Dr. Norpav followed in the same strain, while paying a high tribute 
to Baron Edmond de Rothschild, whom, he said, the Jewish people rightly 
styled a philanthropist. Dr, Nordau contrasted the comfort which the 
peasants, converted into labourers, enjoyed under their great and noble pro. 
tector with the present state of affairs since the colonies had been transferred to 
the charge of the Jewi-h Colonisation Association, and he concladed as follows 
Do not Jet us waste our time on men who do not pay the slighest heed to the 
voice of Jewish public opinion. WeJews must help ourselves. Let us imagine 
that Baron de Hirsch had not lost bis only son, and bad not made the Jewish 
people his universal legatee- The Jewish colonists in Palestine have shown to 
the whole world what the Jew can achieve as an agriculturist. Let the Jews 
then help themselves without Baron de Hirsch’s money! Let us approach the 
whole Jewish people and appeal to all the Chovevi Zion Societies throughout 
the world! We ask for the support of the honoured Grand Rabbio as an 
ordinary Jew and nothing more. And I am convinced that we shall! succeed in 
rescuing the Jewish colonists in Palestine, who want nothing more than their 
daily bread. It is a matter of indifference whether the Colonisation Association 
will attend to our appeal or not. Judaism has hitherto existed without that 
Association and will continue to exist without it. 


The Granp Rapein or France, who followed Dr. Nordau, disclaimed 
having avy wreat influence in the Jewish Colonisation Association, although a 
member of its Counc l. He agreed with Dr. Nordau that one ought not to rely 
on philanthropists. But if, he continued, the Colonisation Association should 
refuse to do any'hing for the labourers in Palestine, cannot Judaism take their 
casein hand’ Where are the Zionists, with their hundreds of thousands of 
paying adherents’? Has not Zionism the power to maintain a few hundred 
workmen as colonists’ Where is, then, its great might’? If the Jewish 
Colonisation Association has 


neither the will nor the power to 
act, must everything fail? I was a co-worker with Baron Edmond 
de Rothschild from the first hour, and therefore know better than 


anyone else the true state of affairs. It was a great sacrifice for him 
to hand everything over to the Jewish Colonisation Association: but as be did 
not wish altogether to discontinue his connection, he stipulated that a Special 
Committee should be appointed to administer the Colonies. I was a member 
of that Committee, but | soon resigned, as I could not give my sanction to the 
stroug measures which bad unhappily become necessary. Nevertheless. [ can 
ive the assurance that the rescue of the Jewish colonies in Palestine wil! come 
rom the Culonisation As-ociation, It does not sqaander the monies destined 
for the benefit of the Jewish people, and it alone can furnish the necessar 
foundation for the existence of the colonies. But sacrifices must be made on bot 
sides. The colonists do not possess enough land, and the ill-will of the (iovera- 
ment prevents usfrom buying more. Sharp measures must therefore be taken. 
Those who are entrusted with their execution are attached with bouadless love 
to the colonisation of Palestine. You may ease your miods. The colonies will 
not fall to the ground. The Colonisation Association will do everything that 18 
sible. But as regards the day labourers the Association cannot assis! them. 
here is nolonger any work for them,and the Association is the less able to 
spend large sums for this purpose, as besides a few buodred workmen in Pal: stn’, 
it has tohelp sorely-tried Jews in Russia, Galicia, Roumania, and other counties. 
The Jewish Colonisation Association is not a purely‘ charitable institution. 
Judaism in its entirety must come to the assistance of the workmen 10 Pales- 
tine, and in this work Zionists can give proof of their good will and capabilities 
and exercise great inflaence op the Jewish Cvlonisation Association. M 
Zionwm shew that its power does not only lie exclusively in tall talk and in 
criticism of others. Criticism alone will not suffice, Let it so act as to prove 
that it can also be a creative force.

ANNUAL MEETING OF YEHIDIM. 


The Annual Meeting of the Yehidim of the Spanis 
gogne was held on Sunday last at the Vestry Room 
Josut \ M. LEVY was voted to the chair. 


Mr. Joseph de Castro and Mr. [. Genese, whose term of office was about to 
expire, were re-elected Parnassim. No other nominations were made. 


Report of the Mahamad. 


Mr. I.Genesé brought upthe Annual Report of the Mahamad. 

The report states that the ordinary disbursements have exceeded the raceipte hy 
£268 8+. 4d,, but the Synagogue having received from the Pacific Trast £229 12. 
representing amounts advanced to it in former years, the deficiency is reduced to 
e3a los. id. The revenue under the head of Finta and Offerings shows a considerable 
increase, due to special effort made by the Maamad to obtain a set'lement of outstand- 
ing accounts. .The Mabamad regret that a deficiency on the current year's working ia to 
be anticipated. It does not seem possible under existing circumstances to curtail expen- 
diture in any way, and the only hope of an increased revenue to equalize the two sides of 
the Account seems to be in the Finta and Off rings, and to this end the g-nerosity ».f the 
members must be relied upon, Very few of the members retarn the forms of contribu- 
tion to the Religious Lastruction Fand iasued half-yearly, and, as a consequence, the 
ordinary Revenve of the Synagogue is calied upon to bear almost the whole amount of 
theg ant, which is £47 peranoum The Mahamad report the completion of the Vestry 
Offices Extension, The alterations ¢t! -cted have been such as to render the Vestry Ro om 
well adapted for all ordinary purposes, and will aff :rd all necessary accommodation in the

variows offices. The total cost of these improve m»nt-, inclusive of Architec's’ mmission 
and adviti- nal farni ure and fittings, has been £962 174. Od. The Mshamad also report 
the completion of the sale of the Pacidco Alm-hou--a site for the sum of £1,200. After 
de uc ing anctioneer’s commission and ocisbur-ements, legal charges, and the repayment 


of the debt by this T-nat to the Synagogue for advencee made in previous years, there 
remained a sum of £759 188. 31., which has been invested. Steps have been taken to 
improve the general aspect of the Mile End Burial Ground. Toere has been no diaini- 
tion in the number of worshippers at the Lauderdale Road Synagogue, to which a silver 
plate for the Sepher has been presented by Mr. Hillel Beriro, in m+mory of his wife. The 
Elders have authorised the carrying out of the repairs to the Liuderdale Road Synagogue 
premises (absolutely necessary to maintain the structure). The Elders have 
decided to purchase on behalf of tbe Congregation the freehold house, No. 

9 Mildmay Park, to which the synagogue builsing is attached, and to grant a 
lease for 7, 14, or 21 years, at a nominal rental of £1 per annum, totwo respoosib'e persons 
representing the Mildmay Park Synagogue, who, after certain necessary struc ural repairs 
are carried out, will covenant to — whole of the premises in a pr: per state of repair. 
It ie stipulated that the house sha'l be occupi:d as a private dwelling-house, and that the 
building now used asa Synagogue shall be devoted to that purpose only, and the Form of 
Service to be foll »wed ebail be that of the Portuguese Minhag. The price to be paid for 
the freeh Id is £1,000, and aboat £100 will be required to be spent in repairs. Calculating 
the loss of anaual income to the Oongregation at 3 percent to be £33, there will be in 
future the saving of the grant of £50 per annum, made for some years now tothe Mildmay 
Park “ynagogue, which is to be discontinued ; sn, onthe other hand, the anthorities of 
that Synago, us will not be subject to a demand by the landlord of a rental beyond the 
vaiue of the bouse, or to a refusal to renew the agreement for tenancy which would 
robably mean that the several residents of the Sepharcic Community in the North of 
Leed n would be deprived of a synagogue with »# rvic* ia accordance with the Minhag 
of the Congregation, Mr Manuel Caste lo has presented an excellent water-coivur 
drawing of the Bevie Marks Synagogue to be hung inthe Veetry Room. The Report 
conclaces with details of the manner in which the Bicentenary of the Bevis Marks 
Synagogue is to be celebrated, and the m mters are assured that the Mabamad will spare 
no tort to make the event worthy of the past history of the Synagogue and of the best 
traditions of their ancicnt congregation. 


A discussion ensued on the report. 


Mr. EMANUEL VALENTINE complained that £250 should have to be spen+ 
on the Lauderdale Road Synagogue, which was only four years old. 


Mr. Davin Benouiet urged that the repairs at Lauderdale Road should 
be postponed, owing to the unsatisfactory state of the fiuances. 


Mr. A. Linpo HENRY expressed regret that the Mahamad had not invited 
the co-operation of the Yehidim in connection with the details of the 
Bicentenary celebrations. 


Mr. A. Benano, having learned from the Jewish press that Mr. Mesquita 
had been appointed Assistant to the Chazanim, recommended the appointment 
of a minister for the Bevis Marks Synagogue. The sermons deliver d there by 
the Haham were not sufficient for the rising generation, who required ample 
religious instruction. | 


Mr. D. A. Romarn considered that with an income of over £5,800, it wa® 
deplorable that the Synagogue could not be worked without a deficit, He com” 
plained that the religious instruction given to the children in the East Eud was 
miserably inadequate, and feared that the time would come when the Portuguese 
Minhag would be unknown. 


Mr E. 8, Poor, referring to some remarks by a previous speaker concerning 
the Mildmay Park Synagogue, said that but for the existence of that synagogue 
a pbumber of young men, some of whom had already had brilliant careers, 
would have been lost to the Portuguese community, as they would have been 
obliged to attend German Synagogues and would have adopted their Minhag. 


_ Mr. I. Genese replying to the criticisms on the Report, said that the pre- 
liminary arrangements for the Biceatevnary Celebration had been barely made 
upto the present, and that every consideration would in due time be shown to 
the Yehidim. ‘The Mahamad had great hopes that after the completion of 
his studies Mr. Mesquita would be able to preach both in the Lauderdale Road 
and Bevis Marks Synagogues, The Mahamad had for some time been in 
correspondence with the Haham, who had promised his co-operation in more 
religious instruction being given to the children at the Congregational Schools. 


The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the Report of the Mahamad: 
referred to the subject of the repairs at the Lauderdale Road Synagogue, and 
explained that if painting work was not done at the time of building, a larger 
expenditure would have to be incurred afterwards. As to the deficit. if the 

thidim would contribute, however little, to the amount payable to the Jewish 
Relivious Education Board, there would be no debit balance. 


The Chairman's motion was adopted. 
Finances of the Congregation. 


Mr, A. Linpo Henry, as Chairman, brought up and formally moved (Mr: 
Moss B, Levy seconding) the report of the Committee of Yebidim appointed 
> Beers 4; the finances of the Synagogue and to inquire how they may be

The principal recommendations embodied in the report are as follows :—

butions were not in proportion to the prominence of their seats, the Fintadores in fitin 
the Finta should take into account the position of the seat ocoupied by the Yahid, an 
vary the amount of bis Fiota accordingly. 

In view of the grant made by the Congregation to the Board of Guardians and 
the inadequ ste support accorded to that body by the Yehidim at large, the Commitee 
recommend that o» all Fintas of £2 58 and upward« a” Board of Guartians Tax” be 
levied at the rate of 15 per cent, such tax to bei aid of the congregati nal grant. This 
tax would be in the nature of the * Jommanal Bardens" addition to the seat reatal« of 
the United Synagogu seatholders, ani if properly psid ~hou'd free large porti »n of tie 
synagogue grant, which sum could then be dev to geners! purposes, 

The Committe> agree with the E. i-rs’ C m aitt+e that seats for the bo'y days should 
be 'et in Bevis Marks, and thev c -nsider that farther revenu+ might be derived from the 
addition of more seats on the gioand floor wn Luuderdale Road, which addition might be 
mae by altering the size and p sition of the reading derk and choirreate They aleo 
in the suggestion of the Eiders’ Committee tha. a fee should be coarged in resp~ct 
‘fal marriages perf rmed in the Congregation, though they thiak the fees shoald be 
fixed. at the discreti of the M shamad, as not to exc+ed £5 5s. vor be less than 

The question of « flerirgs was very fally discassed in all its bearings, and in view of 
the serious falling off uoder this heading since the abolition of the anaouccement of offer- 
ings in synagogue, the Committee felt that the best interests of the Congregation would 
be served by resorting to the former practice of publicly announcing the offsriags made, 
and they so uoanimously recommend. The Committee deliberated in al! ite aspects the 
question of eubstituting a seat reatal for the present finta assessment, but they ultimately 
came the conclusion that for various and eufficient reasons no such change was 
advisable. 

In discussing gererally the causes of the apathy of members of the Congregation, 
which reacts so forcibly on the finances, the Committee came to the conclusion that, while 
ful'y rec goising the eminent services rendered to the Congregation by the Elders, both 
individually aud collectively, the Congregation stuffers large|y from th» tcant recogniti 
of the Yehidim accorded by the Constitution and the Eiders, and they consider it would 
greatly c nduce to the welfare of the Congregation if the Yebidim were given additional 
powers in the management of the congregational affairs. To this en the Committee 
recommend that step: should at once be taken, whica wouid permit of a Committee of 
Yehidim being annually appointed to consult and act with the Eiders, with powor of 
attendance and voting at their meetings : 

With a view of preventiog the estrangement from the Congregation (and possibl 
also from Judaism altogether), of the children of the Members, the Committee unaai- 
mously resolved that it was imperative that provision should be made for Religious 
instruction and Sabbath Classes for the children of the Congregation in the various 
centres where the congregants reside, 


Messrs. E. L. Mocatta, J. Pinto, A. Benabo, M. A. N. Lindo, E. 8. Pool, D. 


Benoliel, D. A, Romain and S.-H, Valentine took part in’ the subsequent 
discussion. 


Mr. A. Linno Henry, in replying to the several speakers, said that while 
the sensation in the synagogue might be great whenever a large offering was 
announced, the effect on the finances would be equally sensational. He was 
glad to find so little opposition to the proposals of the Committee, which were 
in accord with most of the principles of the Elders Committee on the Finances. 


The reason why seat rentals had not been recommended instead of a Finta was 
the bad state of the {jnances. 


The report was adopted by |) votes for to 5 against. 


The Revision of the Laws. 
In accordance with notice, Mr. D. BENOLIEL moved : 


That this meeting c nsidere that no revision, alterati n, or change in the Ascamot

Mr. D. A. Romain seconded the motion, which was supported by Mr, J.

Mr. J. pe Casrro, while agreeing in principle with the motion, moved as an 
amendment : 


That « Committee of five Eiders having already been appointed to revise in such 
manner as th-y may deem expedient, the present Book of Ascamot, such revised 
Bork when c mplete to be submitted to the Elders for their approval; it is 
resolved that three Yehidim be app. inated to confer with the Eiders’ C mmittee 
when «ccasion msy require ia re ference to the intended revision of the Ascamut, 
Mr. we Castro warmly defended the Elders against the dead set which 
appeared to be made by the Yehidim, who gave the Elders no credit for doing 
anything, except by accident, for the welfare of the Congregation, It was their 
desire that the Ychidim should co-operate in the important work of revising the 
laws. 


Mr. Gauriet LINpo, in seconding the amendment, said that there was no 
desire to exclude the Yehidim, but that under the laws a Joimt Committee 
would be unconstitutional. 


Mr. Benaro supported the amendment. 


Mr. A. L. HeNky said that be hailed with immense satisfaction the con- 
ciliatory remarks of Messrs. de Castro and Lindo, The ground of complaint of 
the Yenidim was the persistent mauner in which their wishes bad been iguored | 


Mr. M. A. N. Linpo suggested that the number of Yehidim on the 
Committee of Reference shuuld be five. 


Mr. BENo.IEL expressed his willingness to withdraw his motion if the 
number were increased to five and voting power were given to those gentlemen, 


Mr. pe Casrro while conceding the latter point refused to give way in 
regard to the numbers. 


The amendment as originally drafted was carried by 12 votes to2. The 
numbers being equal on an amendment by Mr. M. A. N_ LINDo to substitute 
five” for “ three,’ the Chairman gave his casting vote in favour of the original 
number, 


The following gentlemen were elected as the Committee of Reference: Mr. 
David Benoliel, Mr. A. Lindo Henry, and Mr. E.8. Pool. Mr. Judah Israel had 
also been aominated. 


The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair.

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Dr. Abraham Y. Harkavy. 


On the 2nd inst., the eminent savant, Dr. AnRAHAM YAKOVLEVICH HARKAVY,com. 
pleted forty years of literary activity, 
His first article appeared on the 2ad 
March (18th February, o/s) 1861, in the 
first Russo-Jewish Journal, Rasviet, 
In the course of four decades Dr, 
Harkavy has unceasingly worked in 
the domain of Jewish history and 
literature, occupying a conspicuous 
position amongst Jewish savants not 
only in Russia but also beyond its 
boundaries. In respect to the history 
of Russian Jews, Dr. Harkavy 
appeared as the pioneer, and thanks 
to his knowledge in the Arabic 
and the ancient Russian litera- 
ture, he has illuminated the ancient 
history of the Jews in Southern 
Russia, in the Caucasus, the Crimea. 
Kbasaria, and in ancient Kieff. It 
is almost impossible to attempt to 
enumerate here the excellent work 
done by Dr, Harkavy in this domain, 
He has also worked in the History of 
Polish-Lithuanian Jews. Thanks to 
his exertions, the position of Karaitism 
has now been defined, the history of this sect having been confused 
by the falsifications of Abraham Firkovitch. the Karaite, which were exposed 
through the researches of Dr. Harkavy, He has also rendered inestimable 
services to Judaism at large by publishing and commenting upon the many 
important Jewish works in the Imperial Public Library at St. Petersburg. 

At present Dr. Harkavy is engaged in studying these valuable Jewish manu- 
scripts. His most conspicuous work of recent years are his remarks on, and 
supplements to, Graetz's History which are added to the Hebrew translation of 
that History by Scharfar. After forty years’ literary activity he is still in the 
prime of life and scientific productiveness, Dr, Harkavy has deserved well of 
the Jewish nation by his unremitting, fruitful and disinterested toil during 
a period of forty well-filled years, 


Russian News. 


The Governing Senate has defined that Jews have a right to be employed 
as messengers in the Town Municipalities.

At Wladikavkas, a new Institution has recently been established for the pur- 

of Mutual Assistance among Employ«s, and, according to its statutes, every 

clerk, bookkeeper, etc., residing in the Térsk District may become a member 

of that Society with the exception of persons of the Jewish creed. The Novoe 

Obosrenie remarks that if the exception of Jews is meant as a guarantee against 
vicious charactérs joining the Society, the guarantee is a bad one. 


On the 2d inst., at Soroki, Bessarabia, the funeral took place of Dr. Lissi, 
the medical officer of the local Jewish Infirmary. His death was caused by his 
having been infected at the bed of an inmate of the hospital suffering from 
typhoid fever. At the funeral there were neither flowers nor speeches, but a 
striking tribute was the sobbing and wailing of a tremendous crowd that filled 
the cemetery. 


The Director of the State Domains in the Governments of Kherson and 
Bessarabia bas received a petition from the Trustee of the Jewish Colonies in 
the Ekaterinoslav Government, Mr. Kovalski, praying for a grant of 12,600 
roubles, to cover the wants in food and seeds of the Jewish colonists situated 
in the latter Government. Mr. Somoff has thereupon immediately taken steps 
to put the matter before the Ministry of Agriculture and State Domains, 


At Tchenstokhoff, according to the Warschavski Dnievnik, the recently- 
established Society for Mutual Credit has resolved not to admit Jews, and. 
therefore, the local Jewish artisans contemplate establishing a society of their 
own. The project will shortly be submitted to the Ministry for sanction. And 
yet the very paper which is responsible for this item of news, together with 
other papers, is always loud in decrying “ Jewish exclusiveness.”’ 


The Odessa High Court of Justice has recently pronounced a decision in 
which for the first time in Russian legal practice the question as to whether a 
Jewish widow has aright to demand maintenance from the brother of her 
deceased husband in case of his refusal to grant her the CAalitza has been decided 
in the affirmative, This decision of the High Court was based on the conclusions 
of competent persons as to the essence, form, and meaning for 
the Jews of the ceremony of UChalitza. The Court invited as 
experts Mr. M. G. Morgulis, Barrister-at-Law, Mr. Eichenwald, the 
Odessa Rabbi (since dead), and Mr. Pomeranz, the delegate Rabbi. 
In the case before the Court, the defendant, Reubin Postin, did not deny his 
refusal to grant his sister-in-law Chalitza, and the Court found, that, by such a 
refusal, he prevented the plaintiff from marrying again, and that for such refusal 
he must be made to pay the plaintiff damages, by making her monthly grants 
from the time of the petition in October, 1896, to the date of the Chalitza, at the 
rate of ten roubles per montb, as claimed by the plaintiff, since the defendant 
has not pleaded incompetence to pay it, and he has also to pay the costa,

The Berlin anti-Semites convened a meeting for the ar of censuring 
the Intendant of the Imperial Theatre, Count Hochberg. is offence in their 
eyes was bis having been a member of a Committee which organised a concert, 
the proceeds of which were to be devoted to the benefit of the Boers and the 
Roumanian Jews. 

The Government has rejected the petition for a pardon, although it was 
supported by the jury whichjtried the case, presented by Bernhard Maasslot!, who 
is undergoing a years imprisonment for perjury in connection with the |onitz 
murder. On account of an article on the same subject the Crown Prosecutor 
confiscated the entire issue, published on the ‘rd inst, of the Praca, an ants 
Jewish paper appearing at Posen. ! 


A Convent Case at Buda-Pesth. 


Great sensation has been caused in Buda-Pesth by the disclosure in the 
Law Gourts of the fact that the police had taken a Jewish boy, who was ill- 
treated at home, into a Convent, where he was baptised. The Prime Minister 
immediately asked for a report on the case; and as it transpired that the 
baptism was illegal according to the Hungarian law, the boy being only nine 
years of age, orders have been given that he shall be handed over to the custoJy 
of the Buda-Pesth Jewish Community. 


Jews Deaf and Dumb Home.—The following is the substance of the 
report of H. M. Inspector :—“ It is gratifying to be able to report once more 
most favourably on the Institution. The domestic and scholastic arrangements 
are in every way satisfactory and reflect great credit on the Head Master and 
Matron.

Cohen's present isa magnificent 
diamond and pearl ornament. It 
forms two brooches, connected by two 
fine gold festooned chains, from 
which are suspended six large 
diamonds of the finest quality. The 
larger brooch takes the form of a 
wreath of leaves and berries tied with 
a ribbon, in the centre of which are 
the letters L. M., interlaced, being the 
initials of the first names of Mrs, 
Cohen, and also representing “ Lady 
Mayoress,” On the other are the

term ot office, whilat from the lower part of the brooch are suspended two 
urge pear-shaped Oriental pearls on short chains of alternate diamonds and 
pearls, The smaller brooch matches the other, with leaves and berries, and the 
entre is occupied by a beautiful model of the Liverpool crest,“ The Liver,” 
with an emerald leaf in its beak, whilst from the lower part is suspended a 
magnificent Oriental pearl. The whole brooch is composed of lustrous 


diamonds, relieved here and there by berries of fine pearls, and was specially 
designed and manufactured by Mr. R. C. Oldfield, Old Post Office Place, who 
also designed and manufactured the Loving Cup.

So much for the individual whom the 
Uity Council elected as Chief Magistrate iu 1899-1900; but the duties of bis 
ofice would have been very inadeqaately fulfiiled had he not had the help of 
Mrs, Cohen as the Lady Mayoress. The citizens of Liverpool remembered how 


she associated herself with the various funds that were connected with the 
relief of our soldiers and for their comfort—indeed, she was still continuing the 
work in connection with the various Committees formed. And now the 
mem ers of the Council and other friends were desirous of placing on record 
theit appreciation of the very great tact and the kindly manner that she 
displayed in all the affairs with which she was associated by giving her some- 
thing that would be a memento of—might he say—the time of pleasure that she 
and Mr. Cohen passed on behalf of the inhabitants of the city. Together with 
the whole population, the members of the Council and others were truly grate- 
fal for what both Mr. and Mrs. Cohen had done. Might the gifts they were 
about to offer be heirlooms, to be appreciated not only by themselves, but by 
theit children and their children’s children.—(Cheers.)

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


‘*Where are the Ten Tribes?” 


One would almost have imagined that Dr. Neubauer's series of four long 
articles in the first volume of the Jewish Quarterly Review had exhausted the 
interest of the most tribal-minded individual. But Dr. M. Lewin, Rabbiner in 
Malaczka, bas apparently not seen Dr. Neubauer's essay. Hence he has 
published a book of some 144 pages, in which he covers very much the same 
ground as Dr. Neubauer, and uses practically the same title: ‘‘ Wo wiiren die 
vehn Stimme Israels zu suchen?” (Frankfort-on-the-Maine, J. Kauffmann). 
Dr. Lewin’s book contains very much that is interesting, and the medieval 
history and culture of the Jews, especially in the Urient, are considerably illus- 
trated by Dr. Lewin's ample notes. In this respect the German essay 18 In no 
sense a repetition of the English. It is surprising, however, that on page 10 
nothing is said of Professor D. H. Miiller's edition of “ Eldad the Danite.” In 
Professor Miiller’s work, besides several other texts, a very old and valuable 
British Museum MS, is collated. 


A Dictionary of Current Hebrew. 


As the readers of this column have been previously informed, Mr. E. Ben 
Jehonda, of Jerusalem, is compiling a Hebrew Dictionary on new lines. We 
have had Dictionaries to the Talmud and Rabbinical literature ; to the Biblical 
Hebrew and Aramaic many splendid works have been devoted. Little, however, 
has been done for the mediwval and modern “ new Hebrew.” Besides, if Hebrew 
is to be considered a living language, then it is obviously proper that the whole 
Hebrew vocabulary (Biblical, Rabbinical, mediwval, and modern), should be 
collected into one Lexicon. Mr. Ben Jehouda has undertaken this gigantic 
task, for his Millon (“ Word-Book”) is to cover the whole Hebraic 
field, including the Liturgy and the Piyutim. He distinguishes the 
various. strata, thus the Talmudic and Midrashic words are asterisked, 
words used since the Talmudic times are marked with three dots 
(the “ because ” sign of mathematics), new words supported or proposed by the 
editor are indicated by a horizontal “ paragraph” symbol. This is a wise 
arrangement, and Mr. Ben Yehouda has disarmed unfavourable criticism by 
his method. Every lover of Hebrew will hope that the editor will have the 
strength to complete his valuable undertaking. There are many indications of 
devotion and scholarship in the first part just issued. That students will find 
the Millon convenient and useful is certain. The meanings are given in Hebrew, 
in French and in German. In the present part among the new words are j'38 
(A-bats) for “ Zins,’ and various other scientific terms, together with several 
compounds of j38, “Stone.” The editor admits these new words with discre- 
tion, but promises a fuller list in an appendix. Mr. Ben Jehouda deserves 
cordial encouragement from all Hebraists, 


Introduction to the Old Testament in Creek. 


Dr. Swete’s “ Introduction to the Greek Versions of the Old Testament” 
(Cambridge University Press) is the first manual of its kind. It is worthy of 
the author's reputation. 


First, he deals with the Alexandrian Greek Version, the famous Septuagint 
(the translation was traditionally ascribed to seventy-two Jewish elders of 
Palestine). The letter of Aristeas, in which the traditional story is told, is 
fully discussed and the text critically edited in the Appendix by H. St. J, 
Thackeray. Throughout, Dr. Swete is much more conservative than most 
recent Germans. It is creditable to his judgment that he still maintains, for 


_ instance, that Alexander the Great really did confer privileges on the Jews of 


Egypt (Professor Driver holds the same view in his “ Daniel.”’). There is 
nothing against this view, except that Josephus makes the statement : this is 
enough for some Germans of the Willrich type. If Josephus says a thing, then 
the thing cannot have happened, A truce to such trifling with history | 


Briefly Dr. Swete holds that the translation of Genesis was certainly in 
existence considerably before the beginning of Ptolemy Philometor's reign (1... 
182), and that tradition is probably right in assigning it to Ptolemy Philadelphus 

‘(8.c, 216-247), The translation, however, arose out of the needs of Alexandrian 
Jews. “The Greek of the Alexandrian Pentateuch is Egyptian, and, as far as 
we can judge, not such as Palestinivn translators would have written. . . . 
The LXX as whole, or at any rate the earlier part of the collection, is a monu- 
ment of Alexandrian Greek as it was spoken by the Jewish colony in the Delta 
under the rule of the Ptolemies” (p. 20-1). ‘‘On the whole it is probable that 
before the Christian era Alexandria possessed the whole, or nearly the whole, of 
the Hebrew Scriptures in a Greek translation ” (p. 25). 

Of the later Greek translations, Aquila’s verbally literal rendering comes 
next in date. This was compiled at the beginning of the second century, a. 

Next, Theodotion and Symmachus are also treated, and so are the anonymous 
Greek renderings known as Quinta, Sexta and Septima. Then comes the 
Grecus Venetus, a version extant in a single MS., made direct from the 
Massoretic Text, with the aid of David Kimchi'’s commentary. “From the 
fact of his having undertaken a Greek version, Gerbhardt infers that he was a 
proselyte to Christianity, but the argument may be used to support an opposite 
conclusion ; a8 a Jew he may have been moved by a desire to place before the 
dominant Orthodox Church a better rendering of the Old Testament than the 
Septuagint. Delitzsch wishes to identify him with Elisswus, a Jewish scholar 
of the Court of Murad I., who flourished in the second half of the fourteenth 
century.” (p. 57). 

The Hexapla of Origen and other Recensions of the Septuagint, by 
Hesychius and Lucian, are discussed in chapter iii. An important chapter is 
devoted to the Ancient Versions based on the Septuagint ; the old Latin (before 
Jerome), Jerome's rendering, the Egyptian Versions, the Ethiopic, Arabic, 
Syriac, Gothic, Armenian, Georgian and Slavonic are all treated. Inadequate 
attention is given to the use of Greek renderings in the medimval and modern 
synagogue. The MSS. of the Septuagint, the printed editions, are, however 
minutely dealt with, Parts II. and III. are occupied with “The 
Contents of the Alexandrian Old Testament,” and “ The Literary Use, 
Value and Textual Condition of the Greek Old Testament.” These parts 
of Dr, Swete's “ Introduction " are specially valuable. Of very serious moment 


is the final chapter on the “ Textual Condition of the LXX,.” U ofortunately 
we do not now possess the (ireek translation in its original form. It has beey 
so edited and manipulated that it is now a matter of extreme difficulty to recover 
the original. On the charge that the Jews deliberately mutilated the text, [ry 
Swete speakes out with the utmost fairness. In parting with this excellen: 
book, I cite a few sentences in this connection (p. 479) :— 


Justin charges his Jewish contemporaries with the deliberate excision of numer: y. 
passages in L\ X. which were favourable to their Christian antagoniste. But of the foy; 
passages produced in proof of his assertion, three are mere glosses, probably of Chris: \,. 
origin ; while the fourth, a genuine part of the Book of Jeremiah (xi.,19), is now foun 
in all MSS. of the LXX. The charge, though made io good faith, seems to have rested on 
no better foundation than a natural distrust of the Jews, who in Justin's day were active 
and bitter opponents of the Charch. 


This disposes of a good deal of ‘unjust suspicion that has been directed 
against the Jews of the early middle ages. The suspicion never had any fo.. 
dation at all. LA 


Architecture of Synagogues, &c. 


In “the Principles of Planning, an analytical treatise for the use of arch; 
tects and others ” (B. T. Batsford, ‘4, High Holborn), Mr, Percy L. Marks vives 
the following directions as to the general scheme of a Synagogue building — 


A Synagogue requires for ritual purposes a Reading Forum (Al Memar) “ark,” -h i, 
seats (as a rule) Wardens’ pew, pulpit and vestry. Other requisite accommodating 
consists of pews for the congregation (for men in the body of the builuing 
and for women in the galleries), cloak roome, lavatories, etc., narthex, bh: iting 
chamber. A “Sucocah"’ has to be borne in mind when planning the synagovue: this is 
only required for use during one week in each year. Committee and Claes rooms and 
Beadle’s residence are also frequently provided. The congregation should be slightly 
benefited in accommodation beyond the dimensions given elsewhere for Church and 
Chapel sittings, as there is apt to be more perambulation on the part of individuals, due 
to their active participation in the ritual. Ift. 8in. by 3, should be the minimum for the 
unit of pewing. The Jewish Ritual necersitates the segregation of the sexes, and it is 
met by installing women in the galleries, as they have not any such active particination 
in the service as noted above. The beat position for the choir is still debated ip 
Jewish circles. The matter cannot be so easily decided as in Christian plies of 
worship, as it is customary for Jews to dispense with instrumental music. The Gordian 
knot is successfully disposed of when there is not any choir, the singing being congregs 
tional. The“ Al Memar"’ should be of a size to accommodate the Reader and some «ix 
to eight people in addition. The “ Ark” usually assumes the form of an enclosed shallow 
recess at the extreme end of the synagogue (usually and by preference the eastern end) 
It is provided for the reception of the ‘“‘ Scrolls of the Law '—seven or eight or » ore in 
number. It is customary to provide a“ narthex,” which is a distinctly usefal feature, and 
gives an air of completeness to a building of this class; cloak-rooms, lavatories, 9:4 
gallery stairs open off this glorified vestibule, as frequently also does a vestibule. 


The book, which is profusely illustrated, contains simple first directions as 


' to the erection of country houses, places of business, and other edifices, and wil! 


be useful as an elementary guide to those who contemplate building. It is dedi- 
cated, by permission, to Lord Rothschild.

Miss 
Taylor and Mr. Phillip B, Spira responded on behalf of the honorary workers, 
and expressed the pleasure that they and their colleagues felt in being able to 
help towards the success of the Hospital Scheme.

seconded by Mr. L. Dight, «xpressing adh rence to the Zionist programme, 
unabated confidence in Dr. Herzl and the other leaders of the movement and 
loyalty to the English Zionist Federation. Father Ignatius, in supporting the 
motion. said he was glad to fiod that the Zionists in Birmingham were prepared 
to trust loyally their great leader, Dr, Herzl. In all great movements it was 
better to be slow and sure. and that he believed was the idea that governed the 
minds of those who were leading the Zionist movement, a movement which he 
believed would bring blessing and light to the whole world. Although at present 
they mivht not be joined by the chief men and the wealthiest men io their holy 
nation, they had in the hearts of the poor and persecuted a great movement 
growing. There were some Jews who would like to sev their nation amalgamate 
with the nations among which they lived, but this was impossible, All the 
nations of the earth bad tried to annihilate the Jewish nation, and had failed, 
and this new trick of amalgamation would fail, for it was contrary to the Divine 
will as expressed in their sacred books. He contended that only by preserving 
their worship and their language could Jews faithfully fulfil the Divine purpose 
in the preservation of their race. Their Sabbath, which was given them for a 
witness, were they observing it or were they, for the sake of unlawfal gain, 
violating the Divine command ’ He was no true Zionist who broke the Sabbath. 
Winding up with a peroration in which he quoted the glowing language of the 
prophets as to the restoration of Zion, Father Ignatius declared that until the 
Jew had possession of the land the soil would not yield its increase, while the 
(ientiles bad every reason to desire the return of the Jews to Palestine, for 
great blessings were promised to all the nations of the earth as the result of 
that event.—-A round of cheering burst out as the speaker sat down.—Mr. Levi, 
President of the Birmingham Hebrew Congregation, proposed a vote of thanks 
to Father Ignatius, which was seconded by Miss T. A. Goldemit, President of 
the Baoth Zion Association, and supported by Mr. Jacobs, Treasurer of the 
Boei Zion. Father Iguatius responded by starting. a collection for the 
movement.

The rising tide of Trade Unionism among the Jewish workers, originating 
with the formation of the Boot and Sooe Workers’ Union, and manifesting its 
strength in the successful termination of the now historic lock-out, seems 
destined to encircle many branches of industry before finally spending its force. 
Existing organisations are being strengthened and numericaily increased : wh Ist 
those that were non-existent for years, are benny revived. The movement ha« 
every appearance of being spontaneous, without the efforts of any special 
agitators or organivers. Whether this movement is likely to be of a lasting 
character 18 another matter. One of those organisations now being revived is 
the Hebrew Com positors U nion, that flourished some three years ago. Several 
active spirits among them are making a great effort to get all the com positors 
together with this: object in view: several meetings having already been held: 
at ° The Beehive, Christian Street, and elsewhere, The comparatively small 
sumber of Jewish compositors in London renders access to them a very easy 
matter. and makes it quite possible for them to attain a more or less perfect 
organisation, In the past, when the Union was most active, it consisted of 
eight members, who caused a deal of trouble to some of their employers, They 
complain that their conditions of labour, so far as wagés is concerned. are 
extremely depressing. When organised, the rate of pay was 8d. per 1,000 
type-setting. But the general collapse of the old Trade Union movement has 
alo allected their organisation, resulting in the reduction of wages to 4/4. per 
‘Lhis grievance provides a eommon ground for forming a strong and 
thereby improving their position,

negoviations that bave taken place this last week or two of the Independent 
Tailors Union and that of the above, for the purpose of working harmon usly 
together, L beg to inform you that a Conjoint Committee meeting took place 
last Saturday evening, March 16th, at the above address, when it was 
resolved in order to prevent members leaving one Union and _ jvining 
wother Uaion to havea standing Joint Committee for the purpose of settling 
all disputes that may arise between members of either Unions. 


The Manchester tailors have had a severe and trying time during this winter, 
owing to the slackaess of trade. To obviate the distress prevailing among 
many of them, the Manchester T'ailors’ Machinists’ and Pressers’ Union has 
appoiated-an influential Committée to discover ways and means of supporting 
those that are stull out of work. 


The Tailors’ Machinists’ and Pressers’ Union of Newcastle has sent out 
notices to the masters, demanding a reduction in the hours of labour to ten and 
a half per day ; and the London tailors have been appealed to, that in the event 
of any master applying to London for workmen, he must produce a written 
authorization from the Union, otherwise his request should not be responded 
to. {t does not, however, transpire from the report just to hand that should the 
masters refuse to accede to the demand, the Union will be prepared to take 
strong measures to gain their point by forcible means. 


A meeting of the Jewish Clothing Operatives Union was held on Sunday 
in the Ratherford Hall, Newcastle-on-Tyne, for organising purposes. Mr. 
Elstein. of Leeds, gave an address, in which he promised financial assistance 
towards carrying out the local movement for ten and a half hours per day.— 
Notice was given to local employers on the lth of February, which notice 
expires on Monday that those firms refusing the men’s demands will be deprived 
of their services forthwith. The following resolution, proposed by Mr. Croker, 
and seconded by Mr. Glass, was carried unanimously :—“ That this meeting of 
Jewrh workers pledge themselves to do all in their power to maintain their 
movement for a shorter day and better working conditions, and are determined 
to stand by each other until they are obtained.’ 


East Ham and Manor Park Synagogue.—The Religion Classes, held 
in connection with this Synagogue, bave vow ben re-organised and placed 
under the direction of Mr. N. Cuoper, of the Jews’ Free Schvol and the South 
Hackney Synagogue and Religion Classes. The syilabus of instruction will be 
that laid down by the Chief Kabbi'’s code, and the classes will meet every Tues- 
day and Thursday, from 5.30 pm. to 730 p.m., and Saturday from 11.50 to 1.30, 
It is hoped that the inhabitants of the district will avail themselves of the 
opportunity thus afforded them, of providing for the systematic instruction of 
their children in Hebrew and religion. A special Committee of Management 
will be appointed, and no effort will be spared to render these classes thoroughly 
efficient. A public meeting of the inhabitants has been convened for Saturday 
evening next, at the Synagogue, when all final arrangements will be made. 


Disaopearance of a City Landmark.—Persons whose business or other 
causes have taken them to the neighbourhood of Huundsditch, will remember 
the large building approached from Cutler Street, which for many years was 
known as the Exhibition Clothes’ Exchange. Its glories have long departed, 
and the buildiog bas practically been disused for a considerable tme, The 
site is now announced for sale.

East London Jewish Communal League.

The annual meeting of the members of the East London Jewish Communal 
League was held on Sunday evening last at the East London Synagogue 
— Stepney Green, The Rev. J. F. Srern, President, occupied the 

air. 


The CHAIRMAN regretted the absence through the effects of an accident, 
of the Hon. Secretary, Mr. Simon Myers, and stated that Mr. P. Van Leer was 
acting as Hon. Secretary prv fem. In viewing the year's doings of the League, 
the Chairman said that b-yond acollection organised by the League on behalf of 
the Lifeboat Fund, which realixed the handsome sum of £53, very little in the way 
of charitable work has been performed by the League, and he hoped that members 
would indulge in much more work in this direction and also in communal work 
in the coming year than in the past. The League existed not merely for the 
purpose of providing amusement, it was not merely a social club or reading 
circle, although it served both these purposes: it also served the purpose of 
training young men and women to take their share in the work of the community. 
Of one incident that had occurred during the year the members had reason to 
be proud. Some months ago, attention was drawn to various outbreaks of 
rufhanism which were being made by Jewish lads; the Chief Rabbi had urged 
as a ay te for this evil the formation of working lads’ clubs. Their League 
had not held aloof in assisting this movement, and it was mainly due to the 
energy of Mr.S My-rs and Mr. P. Van Leer that a Working Lads’ Club had 
been formed atthe Stepney Jewish Schools, mainly for the lads of that school. 
That Club had been in existence some months and was doing excellent work. 
The reacing circle, which was beld under the direction of Mr. Harry 8. Lewis at 
Toyubee Hall for the members of the League, was not, he regretted, taken full 
advantage of. He called the attention of members to a discussion which had 
recently taken place in the pages of the Jewish Chrowecle as to facilities being 
given at synagogues for the reading and study of Jewish history ; it was pointed 
out that this object was already carried out by the Jewish Study Society, which 


S ciety still held its meetings at Toynbee Hall, and which he urged members’ 


of the League to join. In referring to the work of the sub-sections of the 
League, he stated that during the year eight literary evenings (for the reading 
of papers, etc.), four social evenings at the Stepney School, three concerts 
and various excursions to the country bad been enjoyed by the members, 
He appealed to members to support him in the taking of the coming census 
among foreign coreligionists. He bad been made responsible for a large district, 
and members could assist him in helping foreign Jews to sign their papers. 
Mr. Lawrence Levy, the Treasurer, then read the balance sheet for the past 
year.
